To the Reader. 

A Lthough I was not altogether negligent, in Noting down fuch 
Oecurrenecs, refpetaing the prefent mr with the Heathen in 
New-Englandy as came to my knowledg, in the time of them i 
yet what I did that way, was meerly for my own private ufe; 
nor had I the leaft thought of publifliing any of my Ohfervati- 
oHfi until fuch time as I read a Narrative o( this fFar^ faid to be Written 
by a Merchant in Bofion, which it feems met with an Imprimatur at London, 
in December laft : The abounding Miftakes therein, caufed me to think it 
neceflary, that a true Hijiery of this Affair fhould be Publifhed. Wherefore 
i refolved (cuv 0££)to Methodize fuch fcattcred Obfervations as I had by me, 
fo were thcHord jubfeciv£o( a few days improved. Whilli I was doing 
this, there came to my hands another iViirriitiye of this War, written by a 
Qua\er in Koad-Ifland^who pretends to know the Truth of thingsi but that 
Narrative being fraught with worfe things than meer Mijiakes, I was there¬ 
by quickned to expedite what I had in hand. I moved that feme other might 
have done it, but none prefenting, I thought of his faying, Ab alio qmvH 
hoc fieri mallem quam d me, fed d me tamen potiui qudm d nemine^ And I 
hope that in one thing,(though it may be in little elfe) I have performed the 
part of an Hiftorian, viz^ In endeavouring to relate things truly and im¬ 
partially, and doing the beft I could that I might not lead the Keader into a 
Miftake. Hifiory is indeed in it (elf a profitable ftudy. Learned Men know 
that Polybius,^ and the great Philofopher call ir, ’AMOivccizi'rfjv Troc/cASav ^ 
npm/MV ‘)^/^voco{(XV.And there is holy Scripture to encourage a v^ojk of this 
nature > For what was the Bool^of the Wars of the Lord ? Nuin.2t.14.. And 
that Book of which we read of in Jojhua and in Samuel? Yea,and the 
Book of the mentioned in the Book of Kingsiloi we find not feme 

of rhpfe things referred unto in the Canonical Book of Chronicler). What 
were thefe Books, but the faithful Records of the Providential Difpenfati- 
ons of God, in the days of old ? Yea, and it is proper for the Min'Oers of 
God, to ingage themfelves in Services of this nature-, Witnefs the Hijiory,ot 
Commentary of the Prophet Iddo,z Chro.13.22. Whether my dtfedlive 

manner of managemeiu in this Hifiory renders it unprofitable,! know nor. 
Confidering the ocher employments that are alw.iys upon me, togctlur 
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with my perfonal inabilities, I have caufe to fufpedJ: it may be fb, in a great 
meaforc. If any one (hall hereby be incited to do better, I hope I fliall ra¬ 
ther thank than envy him, TrAtov&v if^yov «/^eivov. And I earneftly wifh that 
fome effcdual Courfe may be taken ( before it be too late ) that a jult 
Hijiory of Neaf-Euglattd, be written and publifhed to the World. That is 
a thing that hath been often fpoken of, but was never done to this day, and 
yet the longer it is deferred, the more didiculty will there be in cffe^ing 
of if. 

Moreover the thing which I mainly defigned, was the fubfequeBt JLc- 
hortaiion.whkh is annexed herewith, wherein I have defired toappiovett^y 
felfas in the fight of God, fpeakingwhat I believe God would have me to 
fpeak, without refped to any pcrfon in this world. And there is one thing 
inlirted on therein, concerning which I could with that Thad faid more, I 
mean that which dothrcfpe<^ endeavours for the Converfion 6 ( the Heathn 
unto Chrifi. There are fome that make a wrong ufe of a Notion of Mr. 

touching this matter, aliedging that he taught that a general Con- 
verfton of Indians is not to be expedfed before the feven Vials are poured 
forth upon the Antkhriliian State, nor before the converfion of the Jetvijh 
Nation. Itisfarfrom my purpofe to contradidi: that Grejt Author^ unto 
whofeduft (in rtfpedofnear Affinity as well as on the account of his Emi- 

iiency in Grace and fpiritual Gifts) Iowa facred Reveiimce,and it is known 
that I have ray felfafferted the fame Notion both hi'Sermons, and in a prin¬ 
ted T>ifcottrfe concerning the Salvation of the Tribes of IJrael. But it was never 
intended that that AlTertion fhould be improved, fo as to difeourage from 
the profecution of that which was the profelled, pious, and a main defign of , 
the FathersoUhis Colony -y viz. To propagate the Gojpel and Kingdom of 
Chriji among thefe Indians, vobo in former Ages had not heard of his fame and 
Glory. It is indeed true, that although a Fulnefsofihe Gentiles in refped of 
Apojiafy, ftal be accompliffied (fo muft they fnljill their Times) before the 
calling of the Jea?/, yet thefulnefs of the Gentiles in refpedf of ConverfioHy 
will not come in before that. Neverthelefs a glorious Sprinkling, and 
great fucceft of the Gofpel may be in particular places at prefent, even a- 
mongft Heathen. And the Salvation of a few immortal Souls is worth 
the labour of many all their lives. And happy experience hath confirmed 
this i for here in New-Englandy fix Churches have been conftituted amongft 
the Indians- And the labours of Robert Junius forty years fince a- 
mongtl the Eaji-Indians in Formofa, were wonderfully fuccefsful j for 
( as Caffar Sibelliusy Pallor of the Church in Vaventry in Holland^ writing 
the Hiilory of that affair doth relate) there were no left than five thoufand 
and nine hundred Indiana that became profclTedly fubje^to the Gofpel,and 
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were all,together with their children,baptized info the Name of Jefus Cijriff. 
Junius having learned the Indian Language, and being a Man of exemplary 
Piety in his convcrfafion,and one alfo that excelled in wifdom and fpiritual 
Abilities,God was with him,and made him an happy Inifrumentof wining 
Souls. He Tranllated fome part of the Scripture, and wrote Catechifms, 
and other profitable Books in their Language. He caufed Schools to be e- 
reded among thofc blind Barbariansy fo as that fx hundred of them were 
able to read and write, and about fifty who excelled in knowledg, and were 
of approved godliuefs, became InftruUois of others in the Principles of the 
true Chrifiian Religion ; Yea, in three and tvsenty totvnSy there were Indian 
Chriilian Churches Planted. And learned Men were fent out of Holland^ 
in order to a further propagation of the iutereft of the Gofpel in thofe re*, 
mote parts of the World. Alfo Jufius Heurnius, who was at firft a fhyfitian^ 
being inflamed with a Angular,zeal after Gods Glory, and the Salvation of 
Souls of Men, left his pradtifing in Medicinal Cures, and betook himfelf 
wholly to the ftudy of Divinity ^ after which he engaged in a Voyage to¬ 
wards the Eafi-Indians, dedgning their Converfwns and having learned their 
Language, fpent fourteen Years amongft them; and as the great Voetius (in 
his Dilputation, De Voeattone Gentium) teftifieth, was inftrumental to the 
ConverjioM of many of thofe Indians, Co as to ere<^ Churches of them in di¬ 
vers places, yea, and took care for the learned Education of divers Young- 
men, even amongft the Indians themCelves, foas that they were ablefo in- 
ftruft the feveral Churches, which by the blefling of God upon his Labours 
bad been lately formed. It is great pity then,that we in Nea>-England, who 
do not coiDe behind others in Profeflion, aUd Pretences to Religion, fhould 
fall fhort in real endeavours, for the promotion and propagation of Religi¬ 
on, and Chriftianify amongft thofe that have been for ages that are paft, 
mtheut God,and mthout Chrijl, and Strangers to the Cotnmon-mealth of Ifrael, 
It troubleth me, when I read how the Papifs glory in that they have con¬ 
verted fo many of the Ea(l and ff^efi»Indians to the Chriftian Faith, and re¬ 
proach Proteftants, becaufe they have been no more induftrious in a work of 
that nature. Though I know they have little caufe to Glory, if the whole 
truth were known. For as for many of their Convert^, inafmuch as they 
are become Vaffals, not only to the Herefies, but to the Perfons of thofe 
who have Profelyted them, they are as Chrift faid concerning the Profelytes 
of the Scribes and Pharifees, twofold mere the children of Hell, than they 
were before *, and many of them know little of Chrijlianity befides the Name. 
Witnefs the celebrated Story of that Francifean, who wrote a Letter to a 
Friend of his in Europe,wherein he glorieth that having lived fix and twenty 
years amongft the Indians, he had converted many thoufands of them to the 
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Fiuh,and he defited his Fiiend to fend him a Book called the BiWe, for he 
heard there was fuch a Book in Europe, which might be of Ibmeufecohiro 
Surely, Fm«cm himfelf did not excel this Pramifcau, In profound ignorance’ 
Itisalfo true, that the have formerly (as was in part intimated 

but now) donefomething towards the Cewer^ea of thofe /adwas where 
they have Plantations fettled. For they have caufcd feme partpf the Scrip, 
mre to M Tranilated into the ludiau Language,and have out of their publick 
Treafunes maintained feme Learned and meet Perfons, on purpofc that 
they might become Preachers to the Indians ;»Neverthelefs,^<;f/i«j‘ in his dif-'

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T hat the Heathen People amongft whom we live, and 
whofe Land the Lord God of our Fathers hath given 
to us for a rightful PolTeflion, have at fundry times 
been Plotting mifchievous Devices againft that part of 
the EngUJ^j JJrael^whkh is fcatcd in thefe goings down 
of the Sun, no man that is an Inhabitant of any con- 
fiderable Handing, can be ignorant. Efpecially that 
thefe have been ( Nec mjitria ) Jealoufies concerning the Narraganfets and 
WompamagSy is notorioufly known to all men. And whereas they have 
been quiet until the laH Year, that muft be afcribed to the wonderful Pro¬

They had a fair Ti yal for their Lives and 
that no appearance of wrong might be, Indians as well as EngVifh fate upon 
the fury, and all agreed to the condemnation of thofe Murtherers, who were

month had Condemned and Executed one of his Counfellors, being (as is 
uponftfong grounds fuppofed) confcious of the murder committed upon 
John Saufaman, muft needs think that ere long,they would do to him (who 
had no lets deferved it) as they had done to his Counfcllor ; Wherefore he, 
contrary to his Covenant and Faith engaged to Plymouth Colony, yea, and 
contrary to his promife unto fome in this Colony (for about five Years ago, 
Philip made a difturbance in Plymouth Colony,but was quieted by the pru¬ 
dent interpofition of fome in our Colony, when he engaged, that if at any 
time hereafter he fhould think the among whom he lived did him 

wroH*^, he would not caule any Difquietment before fuch time as he had 
acquainted the P.ngii^ of Mattachufets^hut contrary to thefe folemn engage¬ 
ments he) doth call his Men together and Arm them, and refufed to come 
when fent for, by the Authority ofunto whofe Government he 
had fubjedted himfelf. 

Hereupon the Englijh in Plymouth Jurifdidfion,fent a frnall Army to thofe 
Towns next Mount-hope, in order to reducing Philip to his obedience, and 
for the fecurity of thofe places which were in great danger, and in no kfs 
fear, by reafon of the infolency of the Heathen. 

June 24. (Midfummet'day) was appointed and attended as a day of fo¬ 
lemn Humiliation throughout that Colony,by fading and praying,to intreat 
the Lord to give fuccefs to the prefent Expedition refpedfing the Enemy.At 
the conclufion of that day of Humiliation, as foon as ever the People in 
Swanzy were come from the place where they had been praying together, 
the Indians difeharged a volley of (hot, whereby they killed one man, and 
wounded others. Two men were fent to call a Surgeon for the relief of the 
V/ounded, but the Indians killed them by the way : And in another part of 
the Town, fix men were killed, fo that there were Nine Ertglijfomen imt- 
thered this day. • 

Thus did the fFiir begin, this being the firft Englifli blood which was 
fpilt by the Indians in an Hoftile way. The Providence of God is deepl y ta 
be obferved, that the Sword (hould be firft drawn upon a day of Humiliati¬ 
on, the Lord thereby declaring from Heaven, that he expels fumething 
elfe from his People betides Fafting and Prayer. 

Plymoutbh6n^ thusfuddenly involved in trouble, fend to the otlier uni¬ 
ted Colonies for aid, and their defires were with all readinefs complied 
with. 

Souldlers marched out of towards Mounuhope, June 2Sth,ind 
continued marchings tharriigHtf 'vvhen^'therc hapned a ^reat Eflipfe of ^hc 
Moon, which' wfs'c6ialljf darRbdl ^bdVe'an hduy. lOaly it be rera^m- 
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bred, that fome daysbefore any Souldiers went out of BofioHy Commiflioners 
were fcnt to Treat with Philips that fo if poflible, ingaging in a War might 
be prevented. But when the Commiflioners came near to Momt-hQpe^ they 
found divers Englijhmen on the ground, weltering in their own bIood,having 
been newly murdered by the Indians^ fo that they could not proceed further. 
Yea,the Indians killed a man of this Colony as he was travelling on the road 
before fuch time as we took up Arms: In which refped no man can doubt of 
the jHjinefj of our Caufe,fince the Enemy did Ihed the blood of fome of ours 
who never did them four Enemies thcmfelves being judges) the lead wrong 
before we did at all offend them,or attempt any adf of hofiility towards them. 

Jme 29th was a day of publick Humiliation in this Colony, appointed 
by the Council, in refpedf of the W'ar which is now begun. 

This morning our Army would have ingaged with the Enemy. The In¬ 
dians fhot the Pilot,who was diredf ing our Souldiers in their way to Philips 
Country, and wounded feveral of our Men, and ran into Swamps, rainy 
weather hindred a further purfuit of the Enemy. An awful Providence 
happened at this time : For a Souldier fa dout man) who was fent from Wa¬ 
ter-town^ feeing the Englijh Guide flain, and hearing many profane oaths a- 
mong fome of our SouldiersCnamely thofe Privateers,who were alfo Volun¬ 
teers) and confidering the unfeafonablenefs of the weather was fuch, as that 
nothing could be done againft the Enemy i this man was pofTffed with a. 
flrang conceit, that God was againft the Englijh whereupon he immediate¬ 
ly ran diftrabded, and fo was returned home a lamentable Spe<aacle. 

In the beginning of July^ there was another Skirmifh with the Enemy, 
wherein feveral of the Indians were killed, amongft whom were Philips 
chief Captain, and one of his Counfellors. 

Now it appears thzx Squaw-Sachem of Pocajf^t^ her men were conjoyned 
with tbe Wompomags ( that is Philips men ) in this Rebellion. 

About this time they killed feveral Englijh at taunton^ and Burnt di^rers 
Houfes there. Alfo at Swanzy^ they caufed about half the Town to be con- 
fumed with mercilefs Flames. Likewife Middlehury and Vartmouthjin Pli- 
mouth Colony,did they burn with Fire, and barbaroufly murdered both men 
and women m thofe places,ftripping the flain,whether Men or Women, and 
leaving them in the open Field, as naked as in the day wherein they were 
born. Such alfo Is their Inhumanity, as that they flay off the skin from 
their Faces and Heads of thofe they get into their hands, and go away 
with the hairy Scalp of their Enemies. 

July 19. Our Army purfued Philip, who fled unto a difmal Swamp for 
refuge : The Englijh Souldiers followed him>and killed many of his men,alfo 
about- fifteen of the Englijh were then flain. The Swamp was fb Boggy, 
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ana thick of Bufhes, as that it was judged to proceed furthei therein would 
be but to throw away Mens lives. It could not there be difcerned who were 
Ettglip-) and who the Indianj. Our Men when in that hideous place if they 
did but fee a Bufh llir would fire prefently, whereby ’tis verily feared, that 
they did fometimes unhappily (hoot Englifh M'M inftead of he re- 

fore a K^treat was founded, and night coming on, the Army withdrew from 
that place. This was becaufe the defperate Diftrefs which the Enemy was 
in was unknowm to us, for the Indians have fince faid, that if the EngliJJs 
had continued at the Swamp all night, nay, if they had but followed them 
but one half hour longer, Philip had come and yielded up himfelf. But God 
faw that we were not yet fit for Deliverance, nor could Health be refiored 
unto us except a great deal more Blood be firfl: taken from us : and other 
places as well as Plimouth flood in need of fuch a Courfe to be taken wit h 
them. It might rationally be conjcdlured,that the unfuccefsfulnefs of this 
Expedition againft Philip would embolden the Heathen in other parts to do 
as he had done, and fo it came to pafs. For July 14. iht Nipnep ( or 
Nipmuck) Indiansbeg^LW their mifchlefat a Town cillcd Mendam (had we 
amended our ways as we Ihould have done, this Mifery might have been 
prevented) where they cowmhtcd Barbarous lidnrders* This day deferves 
to have a Remark^ Cet upon h, confidcring that Blood was never Ihed in 
Mafachufets Colony in a way of HoIVtlity before this day.Moreover the Pro¬ 
vidence of God herein is the more awful and tremendous, in that this very 
day the Church in Vorcbejler was before the Lord, humbling themXcIves by 
Farting and Prayer, on account of the Day of trouble now begun amongfi us, 

The news of this Blood-fhed came to us at Bojion the next day in LeO-ut^ 
time, in the midftofthc Sermon, the Scripture then improved being that 
Ifai, 42.24. tP^o gave JaeSh to the fpoil-, and Jfrael to the robbers ? did not the

As yet kept in the Swamp at but Auguft i. ( being the 

Lords day 1 he fled. The Engli/h hearing that Philip was upon flight pur- 
fuedtfiim wfth a party of Monhegins, i. e, Vnkjs ( who approved himfelf 
faitWul to the Englijh almoft forty years ago in the time of the PeguodWais, 
and now alfo in this prefent War) his Indians, They overtook Phthps 
Party and killed about thirty of his men, none of ours being at that time 
cutoff. Had the Englijh purYued the Enemy they might eahly have over- 

taken the Women and Children that were with PW/p,yea and himfelf alfo, ^ 
and fb have put an end to thefe tumults : but though Deliverance \vas ac- 
cordin^^ to all He mane probability near, God faw if not good for us yet. 
Wherefore PH/ipefcaped and went to the Nipmuek^Indtans, who had newly 
(as hath been intimated) done Afts of Hoftility agamfl the Englijh. In^fhc 
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mean while endeavours were ufed to keep thofe Indians from engaging ki 
this War, and that thofe perfons who had committed the Murder at Men^ 
datn might be delivered up to Juftice. Captain Hutchinfdtt with a fmall par¬ 
ty was lent to Qjsahaog^ where there was a great Rendezvouze of Idipnep 
Indians^ They appointed time and place of Treaty to be attended, Augnli 
2. Accordingly Captain Hutchinfon rode to the Place fixed on to Treat in. 
But the Indians came not thither according to their Agreement, whereupon 
Captain Hutchinfon refolved to go further to feek after them elfewhere, and 
as he was riding along, the Perfidious Indians lying in Ambufeado in a 
Swarrip, (hot at him and wounded him^ of which Wounds he after dyed, 
and eight men that were with him were firuck down dead upon the place. 
Captain WheeUr who was in that Company was (Irot through the Arm, his 
dutiful Son alighting to relieve his Father, was himfelf (hot and forely 
wounded,willingly hazarding his own life to fave the life ofhis Father. The 
Englijh were not in a capacity to look after their dead, but thole dead bodies 
were left as meat for the Fowls of Heaven, and their Flefh unto the Beads 
of the Earth, and there was none to bury them. 

Captain Hutchtnfou and the refi that elcaped with their lives, haftened to 
^abaog^ and the Indians fpeedily followed, violently fet upon the Town, 
killed divers, burning all the Houfes therein down to the ground, except 
only one unto which the Inhabitants fled for fuccour,and now alfo (as fince 
we have underfiood ) did Fhilip with his broken Party come to Quabaog, 
hundreds odndiansbdct the Houfe,and took polTcfllon ofa Earn belong¬ 
ing thereunto,, from whence they often Ihot into the Houfe, and alfo at¬ 
tempted to fire it fix times, but could not prevail, at laft they took a Cart full 
of Flax and other combufiible matter, and brought it near the Houfe, in¬ 
tending to fet it on fire i and then there was no appearing polfibilicy, but 
all the Englijh there. Men and Women, and Children muft have perilhed, 
either by iinmcrciful flames, or more unmerciful bands of wicked Men, 
whofe tender Mercies are cruelties, fo that all hope that they fhould be fa- 
ved was then taken away : but behold in this Mount ofDifli'uhy and Ex¬ 
tremity n'n’ ) ihe Lord U feen. 

' For in the very nick ofopportunityGod lent that worthy Willard^ 
who with forty and eight men fet upon the Indians and caufed them to turn 
their backs, fo that poor People who were given up for dead,had their lives 
giv^eii them for a prey. Surely this was a token for good, that however- wc 
mary-be diminiiEed and brought low through Opprtlfion, Afflidipn, and 
Sorrow, yet our God will have compaflionon us, andthishis People Iball 
not utterly perifli. And this Salvation is the more remarkable,for that al- 
beit the Indians had or dered Scouts to ly in the way,and to give notice by 

firing 
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firina three Cans,if any Englijh came to the vMd of the DiftrefTed i yet al- 
thouah the Scouts tired whenMaj^r and his Souldkrs were part 

them^ the ludiam were fo bufie and made fuch a noifc about the Houfe that 
they heard not the report of thofe Guns i which jf they had heard, in all 
probability not only the People then living at Ojiah^og, but thofe alfo that 

came to fuccour them had been cut ptF. , r, r t -r 

Things being brought to this Ihte, the Tumu’t of thofe that are rifen up 
increafeth continually : For Atigud 2 2. being the Lords Day, the Indians a- 
bout Uncjfler killed a Man and his Wife and two Children in the afternoon 
Exercife. And we hear that Philip and the Qnaboag Indians are gone more 
Weftward, not far from Korth-hanspiott) Hadly/Deer field-i &c. Whereupon 
Forces arc fent from hence under the command of Captain Lothrop.C^^pum 
Beers and after that Captain Mofely, to relieve thofe diftreffed Towns, and 
purfue the enemy. Alfo our Brethren at afforded their AllilC 

Lce Major Trejt being fent to Hjc/Zy with a party of and fome of 

his Men. The inhabiting about Ktver pretended 

great fidelity to the Enghjh, and that they would Hght againft PhilipMw it 
feems had been tampering with them in the Spring before the War bro..<c 
out endeavouring by money {y.e.Wampampeag which is the Indians Money) 

to engage them in his bloody defignagainft the . 

At tifft they were fo far credited as to be Armed by the EngUfl}, hoping 
they might do good fervice as the M^nhegins and Natick Indians had done. 
But within a while their Treachery was juflly fufpeded. Whereupon Soul- 
diers were fent (on or about 25.) to demand their Arms. They 

were then gone out of their Forts, our Men fearching after them, the} fud- 
denly (hot out of a Swamp, and after that an hot difpute continued for/ome 
hours. How many Indians were llaiii we know not, but nine Enghjh 
that day: wherein this Providence is obfcrvable, that thofe nine which 
were killed at that time belonged to nine fever al towns', as if the Lord Ihould 
fay,that he hath a controverfte with every Plantation, and therefore all had 

nid to repent and reform their ways. . 

Now the Englifh have a multitude of open enemies more than when this 
trouble began, fo that greater defolations are now expedfed. 

Wherefore September i. the Indians fet upon Veerfield ( alias Pacomp- 
mck ) and killed one man, aud laid moft of the Houfes in that new hopeful 
Plahation in ruinous hcaps.That which addeth folcmmty and awfoliicfs lo 
that Defolationds, that it happened on the very day when one of the lur¬ 
ches in were reeking the face of God by Fading and Prayer before 
him Alfo that veiy day the Church in Hadly wasbeforethe „ord in 
the fame way, but were driven from the Holy Service they were attending 
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by a moft fudden and violent Ahrm^ whicti routed them the whole day 
after. So that we may humbly complain, as fometimes the Church 
did, h(w long haji thou fmak^d againji the Prayers of thy People ? Not 

long after this Captain Beers with a confiderable part of his men fell before 
the Enemy. Concerning the ftate of thofe parts at this time until Septem^ 
her ly. I received information bom a good hand, whilft things were frefh 
in memory,which I (hall here infert, as containing a brief Hijhry of the 
Tranfadf ions which happened within the time mentioned j thofe parts being 
then the Seat of the War; the Letter which I intend is that which followeth. 

Reverend and dear Brother 

‘'I received yours, wherein among other things you defire an account of 
*^Jthe pafTages of i ur War with the Indians : I fhall in anfwer to your defire 
“ relate the moft remarkable pafTages: The people here having many caufes 
‘‘of jealoufic, of the unfaithfulncfsof our prefented the fame be- 

“ fore the Committees of the Mi!ifia,whereupon it was thought meet to de- 

fire of them the furrendry of their Arms, and byperfwaiion obrained a- 
“ bout nine -and twenrv : But about three days after they being defirous to 
“ go forth with fome Forces from Harford, both Indians and Engli{h, and 
“ fome from the Bay in purfuit of Philip, their Arms were delivered to them 
‘‘ again : but a while af er their return, jealoufiesftill increafing, there was 
“ a general defire in the People of thefe three Towns, that they fhould be 
“ again difarmed, and fuch things as thefe were preflmted to the Council 
“here, as inducing thereunto; i. That when they heard of the Maffacre 
“ at ^abaog, they made in the Fort eleven Acclamations of joy, according 
“ to the number of our men that were flain. 2. A Frenchman that was 
“ going to Boflon gave Teftimony that he met three that told him 

“ they were coming to perfwade North-Hampton Indians to fight with Phi- 
lipy and that at his return he askt our Indians whether they would fight, 
“ they faid they could not tell. 3. One of ththSachims owned that there 
“ were fevera) among them falfe to the Englijhyhut would not tell who thy 
“ were. 4. A Woman of ours was warned by a Sguarp to remove with her 
“ Children into the middle of the Town ; told her withal, fhe durft not tell 
“ News, for if fhe did the Indians would cutoff her head. 5. Some of theirs 
“ gave out very fufpicious Exprcflions ^ one upbraided the Englifhy that 
“ Cflj/was dead already, and Eyer and Pritchet were dead already i faid 
“ further that the Indians out to find Philip hhthe Englijh, that 
‘‘ when Philip was fighting with them in t.he front,they might fall on them 
“ in the rear : another faid the reafon why he went not out with the Army 
“ was that he might help to de'lroy the EngUfh at home: another threatned 

a Maid 
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“ a Maid of our Town to'knock her on the head. When they were out 
“ with our Army, they (hewed much unwillingnefs to fight, alledgine they 
muft not fight againft their Mothers and Brothers and Coufins (for Qua- 
“ haog Indians are related unto them.) 7. Vn}^ his fon, who went out the 
“ iametime,complained that our Indians had almofi fpoilcd his,and that the 
Engli^ were blind and could not fee the faKhood of thefe Indians. S.They 
(hot bnllets five (everal times at our men in diverfe placeg. Other things 
“ too many to numerate were prefented, and the Council faw caufe tode- 
“mand their Arms, They made feme ObjeSions, but were fully 

u* Sachem left the Council to try whether he could per- 
^Iwaue the Indians, promifing however to bring in his own. Intheaf- 
Council fent to the Fort for their anfwer : they told the 
‘ Meflenger that fome Indians were abroad in the Meadows, and they were 
“not willing to deliver up their Arms without their confint: but in the 
‘‘morning they (hould have their anfwer. The MefTenger was de(ired to 
‘ go again to them in the evening, to confer with them, to try whether 
‘‘ he could perfwade them, and coming to the other fide of the River,wiih.t 
c ^o come over: they bid him come over to them, and bid 

‘ him kifs— Whereupon Captain and Beers, with whom the 

thing was left, intended to take their Arms by force, and at midnight fent 
‘‘ over to our officers,to draw as nigh the Fort as they could without being 
‘ perceived, and they would do the like on Hatfield fide, and fo at break of 
day come upon them: bur before they came the Indians wae fled, having 
killed an o\d Sachem that was not willing to go with them. The Captains 
^^refolved to follow them,and purfued a great pace after them,with about an 
hundred mei3,having fent back a part of ours for a Guard of the Town A 
httle before they overtook thethey heard two ((range claps of 
^Thunder, like two volleys of (hot i at length they faw zIw^klndianMt 
(hot not at him, though they might have killed him, becaule they intended 
to parly with them: bur on a fudden the Indians let fly about forty Guns 
at them, and was Toon anfwered by a volley from our men \ about forty 
ran down into the Swamp after them, poured in (hot upon them, made 
them throw down much of their luggage, and after a whjlc our Men af¬ 
ter the fWww manner got behind trees, and watcht their opponunities 
to make (hots at them i the Fight continued about three hours, we lofl fix 
“ men upon the ground, though one was fliot in the back by our own men, 
a feventh died of his wound coming home, and two died the next night, 
mne in all, of nine feveral Towns, every one of thefe Towns lofl a man • 

« taken, and by three 

Children that came to our Town from them the day after jthere were (lain 

^ ‘’tvycn» 
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twenty fix : the fame day there was an Indian that lodged in our Town 
“the night before, taken by our men, anda 5 ^«^that belonged to our 
“ Fort that was coming from Spring-field •, they both own that our Indians 
“ received Wompam from Philip in the Spring, to ingage them in the War 
“ The iellow alio owns that there were feven of our Indians that went to 
“ Quabaog, where they heard that they intended to fight. After this fight 
« we heard no more of them till the firft o(September, when they (hot down 
“ a Garrifon Souldier of Pacomptucj^ that was looking after his horfe and 
ran violently up into the Town,many people having fcarcely time enough 
» to get into the Garrifons. That day they burnt molt of their houfes and 
« barns, the Garrifons not being firong enough to fally out upon them,but 
“ killed two of their men from the forts. The next day they fet upon fe- 
“ veral men that were gone out of the Fort at Sqaakfieag, they flew eight of 
“ our men, not above one of them being (lain that we know of, but made no 
“attempt upon the Fort. The next day (this Onfet being unkno wn; Capr. 

“ Beers fet forth with about thirty fix men and* 

“ fome Carts to fetch off theGarrifon at Sanahheag, 
“ and coming within three miles of the Place, the 
» next morning were fet upon by a great number 
“ of Indians from the fide of a Swamp, where was 
“an hot Difpute for fome time: They having lofl 
“ their Captain and fome others, refolved at la ft to 
“ fly,and going to take horfe loft feveral men more; 
“ I think about twelve: the moft that efcaped got 
“ to that evening : next morning another 

^ ^ / came in,and at night anotherthathad been taken 

by tha Indians, and loofed from his bonds by a Natickfindian, he tells the 
“ Indians were all drunk that night, that they mourned much for the lofs of 
“ a great Captain, that the Englijh had killed twenty five of their men. Six 
“ days after another Souldier came in,w}io had been loft ever fince the fight, 
“ and was almoft famifhed, and fo loft his underftanding that he knew not 
“ what day the fight was on. 

‘ On the ^th of September Major treat fet forth for Squahfieag with above 
“ an hundred men, next day coming nigh Sqnakheag, his men were much 
‘daunted to fee the heads of Captain Souldiers upon Poles by" 

“ the way fidei but after they were come to Squakheag, fome partyes of 
“ them went into the Meadow,but hearing fome Guns about the Fort, they 
“ ran up.to fee what the matter was, but by the way were fired upon by a- 
“ bout fourteen Indians as they judge out of the Bufhes: one or two Indians 
“were fla ini Major Trm was ftruck upon the thigh, the bullet pierced 

his 


It feems Caps. Beers and 
thofe 36 men that -were with 
him,fought couragioft/Jj till 
thetr fowder and (hot was 
ff tnt, theu the Indians fre- 
't>atled oyer them fo as to 
kjll aboye fio of them, onlj 
13 e fcaped with thetr liyes, 
At which time a Cart with 
jome 4 mmnnition fell ir.to 
the hands oj the enemj. 
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< cloaths, but had loft its force, and did him no harm : coming to the Fort, 
‘ he called his Council together, and concluded forthwith to bring, off the 
‘ Garrifon : fo they came away the fame night, leaving the Cattel there,and 
‘ the dead bodies unburied : fince which, feventeen of their Cattel came a 
‘ great part of the way themfclves, and have fince been fetcht into Hadly* 

‘ Upon the 12th of this month the Indium made anaffault upon twenty 
‘ two men of Pocomptnek^ that were going from one Garrifon to the other to 
‘ Meeting in the afternoon i made a great volley of (hot at them, but killed 
‘ not one man, they efcaped to the Garrifon whether they were going, only 
‘one man running to the other Garrifon was taken alive : The Indiant 
‘ took up their Rendezvouze on an hill in the meadow,burnt two more hou- 
‘ fes,killed many horfes, carried away horfe-loads of beef and pork to the 
‘ hill: they fent the fame night for more aid, but partly through the ftrieft- 
‘ iiefs of the Commiffion of our Garrifon Souldiers, or at leaft their interpre- 
‘ tation of it, and partly through the wetnefs of the weather, there was no- 
‘ thing done that night: the next day we perfwaded fome of our Inhabi- 
‘ canrs to go Volunteers, and Cent to Hadly to do the like, who going up 
‘ with fome of Captain Louthrops fouldiers, joyned themfelves to the Gar- 
‘ rifon at Pocomptuck^znd on Tuefday very early wentoutto affault the/«- 
‘ dians-> but they were all fled. Laft night Captain Mofely with his men came 
‘ into Hadly, and this night we expeft more Forces from Hanford, 

< If the Lord give not fome fudden check to thefe Indians t it is to be feat- 
‘ ed that moft of the Indians in the Country will rife. 

‘I defire you would fpeak tothe (Jovernoury that there may be fome 
‘ thorough Care for a Keformathn, I am fenfible there are many difficulties 
‘therein; many fins are grown fo in falhion, that it becomes a queftion 
‘ whether they be fins or no. I defire you would efpecially mention, Op^ 
‘ prejjion, that intolerable Pride in cloaths and hair : the toleration of fo 
^ iavernsi efpecially in and fuffering hcme-dwellers to lye 

* tipling in them. Let me hear foon from you : the Lord blefs you and your 
‘ Labours i forget us not at the Throne of Grace. It would be a dreadful 
‘ Token ofthe Difpleafure of God, if thefe afllicftions pafsaway without 
‘much fpiritual advantage. I thought to have written fomewhat more 
^-large with refpetft to KtformatioH) but I liope I need nor, you will I pre- 

* fume be forward of your fell therein. 
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N(^ many days after this Letter was written, the Eniilifh received a fid 

r r f^ and frigh.fni affault. They feized upon 
the Carts and Goods (many of the Souldiets having been fo foolilh inffe- 
care, as to put their Arms in the Carts, and Ikp afide to rather rranpc 
which proved dear and deadly Grapes to them) killed Captafn LoiUm and

that few or none of pm ate killed, when neverthelcfs they have lofi many 
lam informed that fome of the /udwnr have reported that they loft ninety 
p men that day, and that they had above forty wounded, many of which 
dyed afterwarp However, this was a black and fatal day, wherein there 
wereeipt perfons made Widows,and fix and twentyChildrenmade Father- 
lefs: pi m one Iictk Plantation, and in one day; and above fixty Pcifons 
burred in one dreadful Grave. And this was the flate of the parts 
rnrefpeaofthe Wat with the Heathen. pim 

Wemuftnow takeaflep backwards, and a little conlidet the Ejlie,« 
TlMiMim. ioim the Month of September did the flame breakout ttere 
Some who had their hearts exctcifed in difeetning things of that nature’ 
were from p beginning of the War, not without farl apprehenfions con’ 
ceming the Inhabitants m thofe parts of the Country, in that they were a 
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fcittered PeopIe>and fuchas had many of them fcandalized the Heathen,and 
lived themfelvestoo like unto the Heathen,without any IttjiitHtedOrdiHancesy 
alfo the Indians thereabouts were more numerous than in fome other places. 
They began their outrages, at the Houfe of one Mr. Purchafct who had 
been a great Trader with the Indians. After that they came to the Houfe 
of an old Man in Cafca-BayM'^oi'c name was JVakely. Him with his Wife, 
Son,and Daughter in law ( who was great with Child) and two Grand¬ 
children,they cruelly Murderedjand took three Children alive,and led them 
into Captivity. 

This old Wak^ly was eftcemed a godly Man. He would fometimes fay 
with tears, that he believed God was angry with him, becaufe although he 
came into Netv-England for the Gofpds fake, yet he had left another place 
in this Country,where there was a Church of Chriit, which he once v/as in 
Communion with,andhad lived many Years in a Plantation, where was a a 
Church, nor Inftituted Worjhip- If a Faithful Minifter of Chrift happened 
to Preach in CafeoMe. would with much affedrion entertain him,faying,B/e /1 
fed K he that cometh in the Name of the Lord. After this good man was mur¬ 
dered by the Indians, they quickly did more mifehief: So that in Falmouth 
there were five Houfes burnt, four Men, two Women, and two Children 
killed,and three Children carried away Captive. After this, they fet upon 
Sacoe, where they flew thirteen Men, and at laft burnt the Town. A pi in- ■ 
cipal Adfor in the dellru<ifion of Sacoe was a ftrange Enthuftaftical Sagam re, 
called Squando,who fome years before, pretended that God appeared to him,, 
in the form of a tall Man,in black Clothes,declaring to him that he was God, 
and commanded him to leave his Drinking of ftrong Liquors, and to pray, 
and to keep Sabbaths,and to go to hear the Word Preachediall which things 
the Indian did for fome years, with great feeming Devotion and Confcience, 
obferve. But the God which appeared to him, faid nothing to him about 
Jefus Chrift i and therefore it is not to be marvelled at, that at laft he dif- 
covered himfelf to be no otherwife than a Child of him, that was a Mur¬ 
derer and a Lyar from the beginning. Alfo thefe inraged Barbarians, be¬ 
ing animated with their fuccefsat Falmouth zod Sacoe, they went to Blackr' 
Point, and there killed fix Men and a Woman, and burnt two and twenty 
dwelling Houfes. In the mean time, the Englijh at Kenebeck^, endeavoured 
that the Indians in thofe parts might be kept from joyning in this Injurrem- 

whereto they were tempted and folicited by their Neighbours. The pru. 
dent endeavours of the Engliffj proved happily fucccfsful, infomuch as th( 
Sachems there, brought Prefents with great Proteftations of Amicy and H- 
deli^y, and defired that no more Liquors might be fold to the Indians, pro I 
fefling that that was a principal caufe of the mifehiefs that had been done: 
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and that they were not able to keep their Men in fubjcd^ion,whenoiice they 
were become mad with Drink. 

After thefe things, the Indians killed two men at Kittery) and dripped 
them. Lieutenant Playfier^v/hh twenty two Englijh, went out to fetch off 
the dead Bodies, and to bury them i as they were putting, one of them into 
the Cart, fuddenly a fmall party of Indians fliot out of a Swamp. And the 
greated part of the Englijh did unworthily forfake their Leader in that ha¬ 
zard, only feyen remained with him. He thinking his Men had been near at 
hand, faced the Enemy, killed and wounded many of them i but the Indians 
perceiving that all but feven of the Englijh were fled,'took courage and kil¬ 
led Mr, FlayjUr (who was a good and ufeful man) and one ot his Sons,and 
another man : The other four feeing that,ran for their lives, and fo efcaped 
until they came fafe into a Garrifon, which was not far oft. 

Behold how great a matter a little fire kindleth. This fire which in June 
was but a little Spark, in three Months time is become a great Flame, that 
from Eaft to Wed, the whole Country is involved in great trouble» and the 
Lord himfelf ftemeth to be againft us,to cad us off, and to put us to fliame, 
and goeth not forth rvith our Armies. Wherefore the Magiftrates of this Ju« 
rildidfion, earnedly called upon the Inhabitants thereof, to humble them- 
felves before the Lord, and to confefs and turn from tranfgreflion. In- 
afmuch as the cxprellions contained in that Paper, which was at this time 
publifhed by the Councils Order,for a day of Publick Humiliation, to be ob- 
ferved through this Jurifdidfion, are modferious, and gracious, and greatly 
exprediveof the imtuWegenerate Ejiate of the pefem Generation in NeW' 
EngUnd.znA that Declaration will turn for a Teflimony to our faithful Ru¬ 
lers, both now and hereafter ; confidering alfo, that it is in but few hands,

I t having pleafed the Holy God (all vohofe iVorltj are Truth, and hii Ways 
Judgment) for our fms,rs>herehy he hath henprovokeddnfpecial by the un¬ 
dervaluation of ourpleafant things.great unthankfulnefs for,and manifold abu- 
fes of our wonderful Teace, and the blejjings of it in this good Land which the 
Lord hath given us : HI entertainment of the Minifry of the precious Gofpel of 
Peace ; Leaving our lovejealingfalfly in the Covenant of the Lord our God : 
The Apoiiacy of many from the Truth unto Hereftes, and pernicious Errors : 
Great Formality,inordinate Affedion, andfmful Conformity to this prefeut evil 
vain World : And (befide many horrid and fcandalous ftns breaking forth among 
us, for which we have caufe to be greatly humbled before the Lord four great un- 
fenfiblenefs of'theVifpleafure of the Lord) infuffering thefe Abominations to be 
perpetuated \ together with our carnal Security,and unquietnefs under the judg¬ 
ments of God upon us, our abiding very much unreformcd, mtwithjianding all 
Warnings, and ChajiifemeHts, whereby the Lord hath been, and is fill debating 
with us, we having greatly incenfed him to fir up many Adverfaries againf us^ 
mtonly abroad, but alfo at.our own Dms (caufing the Heathen in this Wilder^ 
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nfft to he as thorns is our fidei^ who have formerly heen^and might jlill be a wall 
unto Uf therein \ and others alfo to become a Scourge unto as) the Lord himfelf 
alfo more immediately affli£}ing us by VifeafeS) whereof fo many Children in fame 
of cur towns have died this Summer• His not going forth with our ytrmies as 
informer times fut giving up many of our Brethren to the mouth cf the devouring 
Swordyea-ilhewing himfelf angry with the Prayers of his People: threatning w 
alfo with fcarcity of Provifion^ and other Calamities-^ efpeeial/y if this prefent 
IVar with the Barbarous Heathen Jhould continue > and that the Lord of Hofts 
withdraw not the Commijjton he hath given to the Stvord^ and other Judgments 
to prevail againfl us. 

TheGovcrnour and Council of this Jurifdicffion therefore (being under 
the fenfe of thefc evils, and alfo of the diflrefTcd /fate of the re/t of the Co¬ 
lonies confederate with ourfelves, and of the Churches of Chrift in other 
parts of the Chri/iian World, in this day of Trouble,Rebukes, and Blafphe- 
my > And fearing the fad iffue thereof, unlefs the Lord help us with our 
whole heart, and not feignediy, to turn unto himfelf) Do Appoint and Or¬ 
der the feventh day of the next Month, to be a Day of Publick Humiliation, 
with Fa/iing and Prayer, throughout this whole Colony ; that we may fet 
our felves fincerely to feek the Lord, rending our hearts, and not our Gar¬ 
ments before h'-m, and purfue the fame with a through Reformation of 
what ever hath been, or is an Image of Jealoufie before the Lord to offend 
the Eyes of his Glory i if fo be, the Lord may turn from his fierce anger, 
that we periflt not: We do therefore require all the Inhabitants of this J u- 
rifdi< 3 ion,to forbear fervile Labour upon that day,and that they apply thcin- 
felvcs refpedivdy toobferve the fame, as is appointed.

OUoker the 'jth. This day of Humiliation appointed by the Council, was 
folemnly obferved; Yet attended with awful tefiimonics of Divine difplea- 
fure. The very next day after this Fa/f was agreed upon by thofe in Civil 
Authority, was that dtfmal and fatal blow, when Captain and his 

Company (in all near upon fourfcorc foulsj were flaughtered, whereby the 
Heathen were wonderfully animated, fomeof them triumphing and faying, 
That fo great /laughter was never known : And indeed in their Wars, one 
with another, the like hath rarely been heard of. And that very day when 
this Fait was kept, three Perfons were killed by tiitlndians near Dover, one 
of them going from the pubhek Worfliip. Alfo that very day at the clofe of 
it, the fad tidings of Springfelds Calamity came to us here in Bojion. And 
—__ inafmuh 
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inafmuch as this news came at the concluflon of a day of Humiliation, fure- 
Vj the folemn voice of God to Nene-England is ftill as formerly. Pricing without 
K^ormingv/iW not do. And now is the day come wheran the Lord is fulril- 
ling the word which himfelf hath fpoken, faying, I will fend wild Beafts a- 
mong you, which (hall rob you of your Children, and deftroy your Cattle, 
and make you few in number, and if yon mil not be reform d by ihefe things, I 
■ttpill bring your San&uaries to T>efolation, and I rvill not fmell the /iveet Savor 
of your Odours. The Providence of God is never to be forgotten, in that 
Churches have been finally /pared for fo long a time. Although foine Planta¬ 
tions wherein Churches have been fettled were in moll: eminent danger, and 
the Enemy might eafily have fwallowed them up, yet God fo ordered that 
they received little or no detriment, when other places were laid utterly 
wafte, theLordmanifeftinghowlothhewas to difgracethe Throne of his 
Glory, but now he begins with the San< 9 iiary. As for Sfringfelds mifery, 
it thus came to pafs: Whereas there was a body of Indians that lived in a 
Fort near to that ‘Tonon of Springfield, and profeffed nothing but Friendihip 
towards the Englijh i they treacheroufly brake in upon the Town, when a 
party of our Souldiers who had been there, were newly gone to Hadly. 
They killed feveral, amongft others their Lieutenant Cooper was moll perH- 
diouily Murthered by them, without the leaft occafion or Provocation-gi¬ 
ven. They burnt down to the ground above thirty dwelling-houfesi 
and above twenty out-houfes: amongft others, Ms.Pelatiah Glover, Teachet 
of the Church there, is a great fulFercr, his Houfe, and Goods, and Books, 
and Writings being all confumed in one hour. Ncverthelefs tliere was a 
great mixture of mercy in this dark and diftnal. difpenfation. For God 
fo ordered, as that an Indian who knew what was deligned the next day, 
ran away in the night, and acquainted the Englijh therewith, whence they 
had time and opportunity to efeape to an houfe that was Fortified •, other- 
wife in probability the Inhabitants had Purely had their lives as well as their 
dwelling places cutoff. 

O^oberi^. The General Court fat in Bofion, during this SelTion, zCom^ 
mittee was with the concurrence of both Houfes appointed in order to a Re¬ 
formation of thofe Evils which have provoked the Lord to bring the Sword 
upon us, and to withdraw from our Armies from time to time. The Affift- 
ance of the Teaching Elders in the Churches was defired, as in a cafe of that 
nature, it was proper for them to advife and help according to God. 

There was a gracious prefence of God with them in their confultations, 
all that were there with one voice agreeing in many particulars, in refpe(ft 
vthexeoi Reformation ftiould be, and muft be : e,g, ‘That fome effedual 
‘courfe ftiould be taken for the Suppreflion of thofe proud Exceffes in Ap- 
___ G 
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‘pare!, hair, &c. trhich many fyea and the poorer fort as we!f as others) 
^ are (hamcfully guilty of. That a due tefttmony (hould be bom againrt- 
‘ fuch as are falfe W orfbippers, efpecially Idolatrotis who fet up 

* Altars againft the Lords Altar, yea who fet up a Chrift whom the Scrip-. 
‘ tiffcs know not. That whereas excefs in drinking is become a common 
‘ Sin, means ihould be ufed to prevent an unnecefTary multiplication of Or- 
‘ dinaries, and to keep Town dwellers from frequenting Taverns; and that 
'■ whereas Swearing hath been frequently heard, they that hear another 
‘ Swear profanely and do not complain of it to Authority, fhall be punilhed 
‘ for that concealment. Alfo that fbme further care Ihould be taken, that 
‘ the fourth and tifth Commandments be better obferved than formerly •, and 

that there may be no more fuch Oppreffion, either by Merchants dr day- 
‘ Labourers as heretofore hath been j and that the Indian Trading-houfes, 
‘ whereby the Heathen have been debauched and fcandalized againft Rcligi- 
‘ on, be fuppreffed •, and that more care ftiould be taken refpe<fting the Kifing 
‘ Generation^ than formerly hath been, that they might be brought under the 
" difciplinc of Chrift, &c» Thefe things were unanimoufly confented to. 

October ip. The Conclufions of the Committee, refpeefting Keformation 
of provoking evils wereligned, and delivered into the General Court, who 
voted acceptance thereof, and appointed another Committee to draw up 
Laws in order to the cftabliftiment of the things agreed on. Now as I re¬ 
member that famous Martyrologift Mr. Fox (in Ads and Monuments^ 
vol. 2. pag. 66 p») obferves, with refped to the Reformation in K. Edward Vf! 
his days, that that very day and hour when kdc lot Reformation was 
put in execution at Lmdo?!^ God gave theEngliJh a fignal vi(Rory againft the 
Scots zt Mufclehorough > fo it was proportionably with us. For that day 
when there was a vote paffed for the Suppreffion and Reformation of thofe 
manifeft evils, whereby the eyes of Gods Glory are provoked amongft us, 
the Lord gave fuccefs to our Forces, who that day encountred with the In¬ 
dians at Hatfeld, The Englijh loft but one man in the fight (albeit fome that 
were fent forth as Scouts were killed or Captivated) the Enemy fled before 
them, and ran into the River, many of than being feen to fall, but night 
€omingon, it was in vain to follow them further. And after that day, the 
Wif:ern Flantatims had little Or no difturbance by them, but lived in quiet- 

• nefs all the Winter. All this notwithftanding, we may fay as fometimes the 
Lords People of old, the Harveji is paft^ the Summer is ended^ and weareaioi 
faved. The Sword having marched Eafward^ and Wejiward^ and NortJ^- 
ward^ now beginneth to face toward the South zgzm. The Narraganfets 
who were the greateftbody of Indians in New-Engiandh there being no 

_tefs then fix Sachims amongft them having not as yet appeared in open 
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HoTdlity. Nevertbekfe and Sqttajy-Sackiyns men, when touted by 
the Englijh Forces, were harboured anoongft the Nanaganfas. When tire 
CommilTioners of the united Colonies fat at Bojhn^ iu die latter aid of Sep¬ 
tember, one of the Narraganfet Sachimr, and MelTengers frotn other Sa- 
c/iiwx there, made their appearance in tlicy pretended nothing but 

good-will to die Englijh, and promiled that thofe Enemies of ours, who had 
burnt fo many houfes, and committed fo many Murders, and had ded to 
them for refiige, Ihould be delivered up by the latter end of OQoher. But 
when the time prefixed for the furrendry of the Wompanoags and 5 '^«tfw>- 
Saebms Indians was lapfed, they pretaided they could not do as they had in- 
gaged atprefait, hut after Winter they would doit. In the mean while, 
when the had any ingagement with the Indians, wounded Indians 

came home to the Narraganfets, elpecially after the fight at Hatfield, 0 dob. ip, 
-^out forty wounded men were feen eroding the woods towards the 
Marraganfets: alfofome(.at leaft two Indians) from amongft themlHves, 
iCsmeKOtl^ Englijh, and told them that the Narraganfets wexe refolved (if 
•they could) todeliroy the Engl^: but they were loth to begin to fall upon 
them before Winter, but in the Spring when they thould have the leaves of 
:treesandiS'»><?tt^j to befriend them, they would do it: wherefore it was 
judged neceflary to fend out Forces againft them, and preparations were 
•made accordin^y. 

There was fome agitation amongft thofe whom it did concern, where a 
perfon fuitable for fo great a truft might be found as General *,and that wor¬ 
thy Gentleman JoJtah Winfl(rvp E&^-> who fticceeds his Father (of blefled me¬ 
mory) as Govemour of Flmouth, was pitched upon for this Shrvice. 

Under his condud therefore, an Army confifting of at firft a thoufand, 
and at laft about fifteen hundred men, were font forth to execute the venge¬ 
ance of the Lord upon the perfidious and Uoudy Heathen. But before they 
fetout, the Churches were all upon their knees before theLord, the God 
<©f Armies, intreating his favour andrgracious fuccefs.in that undertaking 
wherein the welfere of his people was fo greatly concerned. This day of 
Prayer and Humiliation was obferved Veaemb* %•> when alfo fomething 
hapiied intimating as if the Lord wereMlangrylWith our Prayers;, for this 

day all the houfes inwere burnt by the 

Hecemb. 8 . The Army fet out from Befion. Whilft they were upon 
thismarch, an M^« whofe name was Fettr^ having received fome difguft 
among his Country-men, came to the Englijh, and difeovered the plots ,of 
the Indiatis, told where they were, ar^ promifcd to condudthe Army to 
them. They were no fooner arrived in ^ Country, but they 

kilkd and took captive above fiitty Seing tome to Ms, Smith 

Ca howf% 
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houfe, they waited feme days for ConneBkut Forces. In the mean while a 
party of the enemy did treacheroufly get into the houfe of Jerem, Bull 
(where was a Garifon) burned the houfe, and flew about fourteen perfons. 

Decemb,!^, CennedicHt Forces being come, a March toward the enemy 
was refolved upon : Veter Indian having informed that the Body of Indians 
(only Ninnigret being one of their old crafty Sachems^ liad with fome of his 
men withdrawn himfelf from the reft, profefling that he would not ingage 
in a War with the therefore did he go into a place more remote) 

was in a Fort about eighteen miles diftant from the place where our Army 
now was. The next day, although it were the Sabbath, yet, provifions 
being almoft fpent by our Souldiers, waiting fo long for ConneUkut Forces, 
the Council of War refdlved to give Battle to the enemy. The English 
Souldiers played the men wonderfully > the Indians alfo fought ftoutly, but 
were at laft beat out of their Fort, which was taken by the Englijh^ There 
were hundreds of Vrigrvams (or Indian houfes) within the Fort, which our 
Souldiers fet on fire, in the which men, women and children ( no man 
knoweth how many hundreds of them) were burnt to death. Night comc 
ing on, a Retreat was founded. 

Concerning the number of Indians flainin this Battle, we are uncertain: 
only fome Indians which afterwards were taken prifoners (as alfo a wretch¬ 
ed Engli^ man that apoftatized to the Heathen, and fought with them a- 
gainft his own Country-men but was at laft taken and executed) confelTcd 
that the next day they found three hundred of their fighting men dead in 
their Fort, and that many men, women and children were burned in their 
Wigwams^ but they neither knew, nor could conjedure how many; it is 
fuppofed that not lefs than a thoufand Indian &)uls perilhed at that time. 
Ninnigret whofe men buried the flain, affirmeth that they found twenty and 
two Indian Captains among the dead bodies. Of the Englijh there were kil¬ 
led and wounded about two hundred and thirty, whereof only eighty and 
five perfons are dead. But there was a folomn rebuke of Providence at this 
time, in that fix of our Captains were flain, Czptzin JohnJbn ol Kw- 
bury^ Captain Gardner of Salenu, Captain Davenport of Bojhn (fon to that 
C 2 LptSLmDavenpartVfhodid great Service in the expedition agaihft the J«- 
dians in the Vequod W^x^ Anne 1^37.) Captain Gallop of Capi- 

tain Marfhal of Windfor^ Captain Seily of Stratford^ who dyed of his 
wounds lome days after the fi^t was over. The three Captains firft raeiv 
tioned, belonged to Mattachnfets Colony, the three laft to Conne&icut^ ctf 
VlimoHth Colony Captain Bradford (one of their faithful Magiftrates, and 
fon of him that was many yearsX/ovemor there) was forely wounded^ but 
God had mercy on him, smd on his people bxhirri, fo as to fparefiis lifei, and 
torefiore him to fome meafure cf health, albeit the buDct ftiot into him is 
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ftill in bis body* Alfo Captain Goram of BarnJiapU in lUmonth Colony fel! 
Tick of a fever whereof he died. 

Thus did the Lord take away feven Captains out of that Anny. Alfo four 
Lieutenants were wounded in that Fort-fight^ fo that though the En^lifh had 
the better of it, yet not without folcmn and humbling rebukes of Provi- 
dence. At night as the Army returned to their quarters a great Snow fell, 
alfo part of the Army mift their way, among whom was the General him- 
felf with his Life-guard. Had the Enemy known their advantage, and pur- 
fued our Soldiers Cand we have fince heard that fome of the Indians did ear- 
neftly move that it might be fo, but others of them through the over-ruling 
hand of Providence would not confent) when upon their retreat,they might 
eafily have cut off the whole Army: But God would he more gracious to us. 
Here then was not only a Vidory, but alfo a fignal Prefervation, for which 
let the Father of mercies have eternal glory. 

After this God feemed to withdraw from the Englijh and take part with 
the Enemy. The next day the Indians finding but few Englifi} men dead 
in the Fort among their three hundred Indians ih.zt were llain, were much 
troubled and amazed, fuppcfmg that no more of ours had been killed i this 
blow did greatly aftonilh them, and had the Englijh immediately purfued 
the Vidfory begun, in all likelihood there had been an end of our troubles v 
but God faw that neither yet were we fit for delivcraiKC. Wherefore Con- 
neHicut forces withdrew to Smington^ and there being fo maaiy killed and 
wounded amongft thofe that remained in the Narraganfet Country, alfo 
bread for the SoLdiers being wanting, by reafon the extremity of the wea¬ 
ther was fuch, as that the Veffels laden with Provifion could not reach them^ 
therefore the Army lay ftill fome weeks. 

In this interval of time the Town of Mendam .(vt\{\ch before that had 
beenforfaken of its Inhabitants) was burnt down,by the Indians. 

Now doth the Lord Jefus begin folemnly to fulfil his word, in removing 
Candlejiick^ out of their places, becaufe of contentions and lofs of firjt love. 
Surely when thofe places are deftroyed where Churches have been planted, 
Candlefticks are removed out of their places. But to proceed, when the 
Army wa 5 juft upon the rcfolve to return home, beCaufe Provifions were 
fpent, God fo ordered, as that a VefTel laden with Viduals arrived,' where¬ 
upon it was determined (CtuiQfijj) topurfue theEnemy.Only it was thought 
neceflary to defift from this purfuit until ConneClicutiorces could return and 
join with oms. In the interim , a ftrange fudden Thaw happened in 
the midft of January (when in Nnp-England the feafbn is wont to be ex¬ 
treme cold) that the fnow melted away m a little time :> the like weather 
hath rarely, been known in this Land at that time of the year, albeit fame of 
the iitft Planters fay it was fo above fifty years ago. However thk made 
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'woiidcifuliy for the advantage, for now they fled out of the iViirrj- 

ganfet Country, and whereas they had been forely ftraightned and diiheflTed 
for'viiffuals, n6w the fnow being waited, diey lived upon Ground-nuts. 

In hne, the Army purfued them feveral days, overtook fome of them, 
killed and took about feventy perfbns, were in fight of the main Body of 
them, and could they have held out to have purfoed them but one day longer 
probably this unhappy War had then been ended: but the Souldiers were 
tired With eight days March, and (having fpent much of their provifion 
whilil waiting iox om Connckicut Brethren) their bread failed, fo as that 
they were forced to kill horfes and feed iTpon them. 

We have often carried, it before the Lord as if we would Reform our 
ways, and yet when it hath come to, we have done nothing; So hath the 
Lord carried toward us, as if he would deliver us, and yet hath deferred 
our Salvation^ as we our felves have delayed Reformation* 

So then February The Army returned to Bofion^ not having ditained 
the end of their going forth. It was eafieto conjedure that the Narragan^ 
fet^ and Nipmuck^^ and ^mhaog^ and River Indians, being all come together, 
and the Army returned, they would fpeedily fall upon the Frontier Towns* 
And Lome of the Praying who had been fent out as Spies, and had 

been with the Indians beyond ^abaog, brought intelligence, that a French 
Man that came from Canady had been amongft them,animating them againft 
the Englijh, promifing a fu|:ply of Ammunition, and that they would come 
next Summer and aifift them *, alfo the Indian Spies declared, that there was 
a defign, within fuch a time to burn Lancafier, which came to pafs both as 
to the time and manner accordingly. 

For upon the to. day of Lome hundreds of the Indians fdlupon 

Lancajier, burnt many of the Houfes, kill’d and took Captive above forty 
perfons. NluRowlandfon (the faithful Paftor of the Church there) had 
hisHoufe, Goods, Books, all burned i his Wife, and all his Children led 
away Captive before the Enemy. Himfelf fas God would have it) was 
not at home, whence his own perfon was delivered, which otherwife (with¬ 
out a Miracle) would have been endangered. Eight men loft their lives, 
and were ftripped naked by the Indians, becaufe they ventured their lives 
toIkveMss,Rowlandfon* 

As this good Man returned home (having been at Bofon to intercede 
with the Council that fomething might be done forthefafety of that place) 
he faw his in flames, and his own houfe burnt down, not having 

heard of it till his eyes beheld it,and knew notwhatwas becomeof the Wife 
of hisbofom, and Children of bis Bowels. This was a moft awful Provi¬ 
dence, and hath made me oftenthinkon ibbfe words, thwgh Noah, Job and 

-Daniel 
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vpere in theyJhauU deliver hnt their mvn fouls^ they ffjcnld deliver nei¬ 
ther/bns nor da^hterf^ tfjey ontyjko^he delevered^ hitt the Land (hall he dcfi- 
late. And this defolation is the more tremendous, in that this very day 
the Churches Weftward were humbling themfelves before the Lord. With¬ 
in a few days after this, certain Indians did fome mifchiefs at Mulh/try Sud- 
hnry^ Chelmsford. • , ‘ 

Febrnary 21. Tlte Indians afiaulted Medfeld^ and although there were 
two or three hundred Soldiers there, they burnt half the Town, killed fe- 
veral Men, Women and Children fabout eighteen in all) amongfl others 
their Lieutenant Adams was flain. And foon after he was killed, his Wife 
wascafually flain by an Englifli-man, whofe Gun difcharged before he was 
aware, and the Bullet therein pafled through the Boards over-head, and 
mortally wounded Lieutenant Adams's Wife. It is a fign God is angry, 
when he turns our weapons againfl: our felves. ' ’ 

February 2 3. A day of Humiliation was attended in the old IVIeeting-houfe 
in but not without much diftradrion, becaufc of an Alarm, by reafon 
of rumors, as if the Indians were doing mifehief within ten miles of Bofhn, 
February 25. This night the Indians bred ieven Houfes and Baras in 
Weymouth, 

In the beginning of March^ another fmall Army was Tent out from Bofon^ 
under the condud of that expert Soldier and Commander Major Savage^ to 
feek out the Enemy. Connedicut Forces met with ours at ^obaog , and 
they marcht together, but not following the dire<dion of the (NaticlQ Pray¬ 
ing Indians, who were fent as Pilots, the Army mift their way, and was be- 
wildred in the Woods. On a fudden when they thought on no Tich thing, 
a party of Indians bred upon them and killed one man, and wounded Mr. 
Geijhom Bfdkly, who is Pallor of the Church in Wethersfield \ whereupon 
thofe Indians were immediately purfued, who haftned towards Northampton, 
The Army following them thither,mift of the main body of Indians. Never- 
thelefs,there was a lingular Providence of God ordering this matter, for the 
relief of thofe Weftern Plantations, which otherwife in probability had been. 
cut off. 

For upon the fourteenth cT March a multitude of Indians fell u^n.North-' 
hampton, broke through their Fortification in three places, burnt five houfes, 
and five barns, and killed four Men and one Woman : but the Town being 
full of Soldiers, the Enemy was quickly repulfed, with the lofs of many (T 
their lives. 

March 10. Mifehief was done, and feveral lives cut off by the Indians this 
day, at Groton and at Sudbury. An humbling Providence, inafmuch as many 
Churches woe this day Fading and Praying. 
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March 12. This Sabbath eleven Indians aflaulted WdVtUiam CUr}(s\m[c 
inTlimonth, killed his Wife, who was the Daughter of a godly Father and 
Mother that came to England on the account of Religion, (bee July 6.) 

and (he herfelf allb a pious and prudent Woman •, they alfo killed her fuck¬ 
ing Child, and knockt another Child (who was about eight years olcp m 
the head, fuppofing they had killed him, but afterwards he came to him- 
Iclf again. And whereas there was another Family befides his own, enter¬ 
tained in Mr.C/i/rj^s houfe, the Indians deftroyed them all, root ai^ branch, 
the Father and Mother and all the Childrenfo that eleven perfons were 
murdered that day, under one roof j after which they fet the houfe on fire. 
The Leader of thefe Indians was one a fellow who was well acquain¬ 

ted with that houfe, and had received many kindneffes there, it being the 
manner ofthofebrutilh men, who are only skilful to dellroy, to deal worft 
with thofe who have done mod for them. 

March 13. The Indians aflaulted Groton, and left but few houfes ftanding. 
So that this day alfo another Candleftick was removed out of its place. One 
of the firft houfes that the Enemy deftroyed in this place, was the Houfe of 
Cod, b,e, which was built and fet apart for the celebration of the publick 
Worftiip of God. 

When they had done that, theyfeoffed and blafphemed, and came to 
Mumilard(the worthy Paftor of the Church there) his houfe (which being 
fortified, they attempted not to deftroy it) and tauntmgly faid, Jl^hat will ye 
do for a houfe to pray in, now we have burnt your Meeting-Houfe ? Thus hath 
the Enemy done wickedly in the Sanaaiary, they have burnt up the Syna¬ 
gogues of God in theLandi they have caft fire into the Sanduary i -they 
have caft down the dwelling-place of his name to the ground. 0 God, hw 
long JhaJl the Adverfary reproach ? pall the Enemy blajpheme thy name for ever P 
why withdraweji thou thine hand, even thy right hand : plucky it out of thy 
bofom, , 

March 17. This day the Indians fell uponIFarwick^, and burnt It down 
to the ground, all but one houfe. 

March 20, Some of them returned into tht Nart^ganfet Countiy, and 
burnt down the remaining Englilh Houfes there. 

We are now come to the conclufionof the year 1 ^ 75 * which hath been 
the moft troublefom year that ever poor New England faw. - What ending 
the prefent year (hall have, is with God, but it hath a moft doleful begin- 

March 26,16']^. being the Sabbath-day, the Indians aflaulted M*/- 
bury, and confumed a great part of the town \ after which the Inhabitants 
apprehended themfclves under a neceflfity of deferting that place, whid^was 
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done actordingly •? fo that here is another Candleftick removed out of his 
place. This day alfo. Captain Fierce df Scituate^ with a party of about mty 
Englijh^ and twenty Jjuiians^ who were Friends to the purfued a 

fmall numbered the Enemy, who in defperate fubtiky ran away from them, 
and they went limping to make the Englijh believe they were lame, till they 
had led them into a fnaxe: for fuddenly a vaft body of Indians did encompau 
them round» fo that Captain Fierce was flain, and forty and nine Engl^ 
with him, and eight (or more} Indians who did ailiil the Englijh fought 
bravely in that engagement. 

How many of the Enemy fell we know not certainly, only tve hear that 
fome Indians^ which have fince been takai by the Englifh^ confefs that Cap¬ 
tain Fierce^ and thofe with him killed an hundred and forty of them beiore 
they loft their own lives. 

Upon this Lords-day another fad thing likewife hapned«for near 
Md. there were eighteen Englifh men riding to the Town, to attend the 
lemn Worlhip of God pn his Holy-day, And although they were ^med 
there were feven or eight who lying in Ambufeado, , P 

as to {hoot at them. They killed a Man and a Maid that rode behind him, 
the Englijh being furprifed with fear, rode away to fave their lives: m the 
meanwhile the Indians feized upon two women and children, and tooK 
them away alive,fo that here we have caufe to think of words,who 

faid, 0 Lord, What Jhall I fay rrhen Ifrael turns their hack^s brfore * 

WhaOhall be faid when eighteen Englijh men well arm’d, fly betore leven 
Indians ? This feems to argue fomethingof a divine torfaking, and dilplea- 
fure in Heaven againft us. The next day thofe Indians were purf^, but 
when the Englijh came in fight thofe barbarous wretches hailed to run 
away, but before they knocked the two Children on the heid, as they wCTv. 
fucking their Mothers breafts, and then knocked their Mothers on the 
head: Neverthelefs one of them was alive when the fouldiers came to her, 
and able to give an account of what the Indians\a6. told her. Amongh 
ether particulars, they did affirm to her that there was a Body ot about mrec 
thoufand Indians (no doubt but in that they did hyperboUze) near to Vee^ 
Ecld, and that they had newly received a great fupply of powder irom the 
Dutch at Albany: men that worlhip Mammon, notwithftandmg all prombi- 
tions to the contrary, will expofe their own and other mens lives unto dan¬ 
ger, if they may but gain a little of this worlds good. ^ ^ 

March 27 . Some of the inhabitants of Sudbury, l^ing alarumed by 
what the Indians did yefterday to their neighbours in Malhup, appre¬ 
hending they might come upon the enemy unawares, in cale they llwuM 
inarch after them in the night time,they rcfolved to try whatmight be don^

and that not altogether without fuccefi. For towards the morning whilfl: 
It was yet dark, they difcerned where the Indians lay by their Fires. And: 
lucn was their boldnefs, as that about three hundred of them lay all night, 
within half a mile of one of the garifbn houfes in that Town where they had 
done Inch mifchief the day before. Albeit the darknefs was fuch as an Enzli(h 
man could not be difcerned from an Indian^ yet ours being forty in number, 
dilchargedfeveral times upon the enemy, and (as taken fince that 
time do con^fSjJ God fo difpofed of the bullets that were fhot at that time, 
that no lefs than thirty Indians wounded, of whom there were four- 

^en that dye^ feveral of which had been principal adors in the late bloudy 
hard upon the Englijh, but neither killed nor 
wounded lo much as one man in the Skirmilh.

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feecomc abominable to the other Indians^ and it is now their intereft to 
faithful to the Englijh^ fmce their own Country-men will never forgiv^ 
them, on account of their taking and killing the Sachem mentioned : So 
that there was a gracious fmile of providence in this thing, yet not without 
matter of humbling to us, in that the Sachem was apprehended not by 
Englijh but by Indian hands. 

^ April I p. The Indians killed a man at Weymouth^ and another at Hing- 
ham. And they burnt down the remaining deferred houfes at Malbery, 

April 20. A day of Humiliation was obferved in Bojhn, The next day 
fad tidings came to us. For the enemy fet upon Sudbury^ and burnt a great 
part of the Town, and whereas Captain IVadfivorth (a prudent and faithful 
man) was fent out for their relief with about feventy armed men, a great 
body of Indians furrounded them, fo as that above tifty of ours were flaiii 
that day, amongrt whom was Captain Wadfvomh and his Lieutenant 
Sharp, Alfo Captain Brattkbanck^(2L godly and choife fpirited man) was 
killed at the fame time. Alfo they took five of fix of the Engl^ and car¬ 
ried them away alive, but that night killed them in fuch a manner as none 
but Salvages would have done. For they dripped them naked, and caufed 
them to run the Gauntlet, whipping them after a cruel and bloudy manner, 
and then threw hot afhesupcfn them i cut out the flelh of their legs, and put 
fire into their wounds, delighting to fee the miferable torments of wretched 
creatures. Thus are they the perfed children of the Devil. What numbers 
the Ww«/lofl in this fight, we know not, only a Captive finceefcaped out 
of their hands, affirms that the Indkins faid one to another, that they had 

an hundred and twenty fighting men kill’d this day. 

The fame day (as is judged fifty) Indians burnt nineteen houfes and barns 

Situate \n Plimouth Colony, but were notably encountred and repelled 
from doing further mifehief by the valor of a few of the inhabitants. ^ 

April 24. Skulking did fome mifehief in Braintry^ but the inha¬ 
bitants received not any confiderable damage by them. , n »• 

April 27. A fmall number of them near Woodcocks whokeepsthe Omi- 
mry\nthtKozditoB.ehoboth^ watched their opportunity and killed his fon, 
and another man, and greatly vrounded another of his fons, andffiothim- 
felf throu^ the arm, and then burnt his fons houfe. 

AtBo>«thereisaPrefsin order to fending forth another Army to pur- 
fue the enemy v for we hear there is a great body of them near Malhury, (as 

tis apprehended) of many hundreds. 

About this time, in ComeBkut Colony, Capt. Dennijon with (ixty iix Vo¬ 
lunteers, and an hundred and twelve Peqmd-Indians^ purfuing the common 
cnemv-, took and ilew feventy and fix Amongft the ilain was the 

■' D 2 Sachem 



Sachem Pomham his Grand-child, who was alfo a Sachem, and another Sa-> 
them called Chicken^ and one great Counfellor. They took and fpoiled an 
hundred and fixty bufliels of the Indians Corn. None of ours eitha Englijh 
©r Indians that did ingage with and for the Englijb-, were loft when this ex¬ 
ploit was done. 

In the month of Jpril^ many of the Eaftern InJians having been Ibrely 
diftrefTed, and fain t© wander up and down for meat, fo as that they lived 
for feme time upon no other food then the skins of wild creatures, which 
they foaked hi water till they became fedt and eatable, notwithftanding the 
outrages and murthers (for they have Ihed the blood of about forty kven 
perfonsj by tfaemcomniitted,theydidin confidence of favour from the En- 
glifti come and fubuiit themfelves, alkadging that the injuries done by 
them were grounded upon a miftake. For when a party of Englifh came 
in a Warlike pofture upon feme of their(as they call them) ut.Wo^ 
mm as they were gathering Corn, an Indian feeing it, ran to the other Indi¬ 
ans and told them that the Englifh had Cthough it were not at all fo) killed 
allthofe Indian women, and therefore they took up arms to revenge that 
fuppofed injury. Alfo they plead for themfelves, that a Fifher-man told 
one of them, that the Englijh would deftroy all the Indians^ and when in¬ 
quiry was made of another Engjijh man (thought to be more difereet than 
the former) he confirmed what the other had faid, and that fome rude 
Englijh didpurpofely over fet a Canoo wherein was an Indian Lad i and that 
although a Squaw dived to the bottom of the River and fetched him alive, 
yet'that the Lad never came to himfelf again. It is greatly to be lamented 
that the Heathen fhould have any ground for fuch allegations, or that they 
^OLild be fcandalized by men that call themfelves Chriftians. 

May 3, Was the day of Ele£iion for Governour and Ma^ftrates in the 
Mattachufets Colony* This day the Lord by a wonderful hand of providence, 
wrought Salvation for Mrs. Rowlandfon and returned her to Bojiony after fhc 
had been eleven weeks^ in Captivity amongft the Heathen. This is a Token 
for good, being a great anfwer of Prayer. For by reafon of her near re¬ 
lation to a Man of Qod* much Prayer had been particularly made before the 
Lord on her behalf. Neverthelcfs did the Lord manifeft. his holy dirpkafure, 
iuafmnch as at Haveril and Bradford^ a fmall company of Indians killed two 
men and carried a way a man and a woman, and five cliildren alive. 

May 6, OL:r.Forces whicli are abroad met with a party of Indians^ and 
killed about thirteen of them, and had probably deftroyed many more of 
them, had .not an Englijh man unhappily founded a Trumpet, whereby the 
enemy had notice to cfcape. The Praying Indians did good Service at that 
time, infomudi. as many who had hard thoughts of thenvaU, begin to blame 

thedl- 
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thcmfelves, an^ to have a good opinion of thoTc Indunsvfhohzxt 

been ibuniverfally deeryed. 

May S. About feventcen Houfcsand Bams did the Indians fire and de- 
fyoyztBridg'Wattr. About this time they killed four men^t tamton^ as 
they were at work in the field, by whofe death about thirty Children were 
made Fatherlcfs. But the Lord in the nick of time, Pent Thunder and Rain, 
which caufed the Enemy to turn back. 

May p. A day of Humiliation by Falling and Prayer,was attended in die 
Town-houfe at Bojion^ by the Magiftratcs, and Deputies of the General 
Court, with Alliftance of fo many Teaching Elders as could be obtained. Al¬ 
though many fuch folemn occaftons have at times been attended in former 
years, yet it hath been obferved by fome, that God did always fignally own 
his Servants, upon their being before him hi flich a way and manner: And fo 
it was now j for the very next day after this, a Letter came from Connedicnt 
to Bojion^ informing, that God-had let loofe the Mvhaivj^ upon our Enemies, 
and that they were lick of Fluxes,and Feavers, which proved mortal to mul¬ 
titudes of them. And whereas a fpecial requeft left before the Lord this 
day, was, that he would fas a token for goodj caufe our poor Captives to lie. 
returned to us again, and particularly thole that were taken from Hcn eril die 
laft week, God gave a gracious and fpeedy Anfwer, brhiging, home thole, 
very Captives in particular, and many other,, yea at lealVlixtecn of our poor 
(ighing Pr/Jwer/,who were appointed;to death,did the Lord loofe and return 
unto us, within eight weeks after this day, and divers of them within three. 
days after this folcmn day of Prayer. There arc who have dated the turn of 
Providence towards us in this Colony, and againft the Enemy in a wonder¬ 
ful manner, fk)m this day forward: yet fome tefler and moreinconfiderable 
devaluations happened foon after in Pfrwowr^Colony. For, 

May II, A company of Indians allaulted the Town of Plimoftrh^ burnt 
eleven Houles and five Bams therein : ten- Englijh men were going to feek 
after the Enemy, and having an Indian with them, who was true to the E«- 
he fpied a party of IndiansXfm^va Ambuih, who in probability had' 
otherwifecutoft many of them,: but the having the opportunity, of 
the fti-ft foot, ftruck down feveral Indians^ one of which had on a great Peag. 
Belt. But he and the other that fell were- dragged aWay, and the Ihdia^. 
fled, when they faw themfelves pui fried, though but by a few. ' Nevertlieltfs 
two days after this, they burnt (even Houfes and two Barns more in P/t- 
and the remaining Houfes in 

May 18. This day that happened which is worthy to be remembxed. FOr 
at Nm'th-hatrrpton^Hadly^ arid the Towns'thereabouts, tvvo Captives 
efcapiiig from the Enemy, informed that a* confrderable body cT Indians^ had' 
“ ■ ___^ ^ ._fegBL 
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feated thcmfelvcs not far from Facomptuck^^ and that they were very (ecure*, 
fo that fliould forces be fet forth againft them, many of the Enemy would 
(in probability) be cut off without any difficulty. Hereupon the fpirits of 
men in thofe towns were raifed with an carneft dcfire to fee and try what 
might be done. They fent to their neighbors in Connecticut for a fupply of 
men, but none coming, they raifed about an hundred and fourffore out of 
their own Towns, who arrived at the Indian Wigwams betimes in the mor¬ 
ning, finding them fecure indeed* yea all afleep without having any Scouts 
abroad s fo that oua Soldiers came and put their Guns into their Wigwams 
before the Indians were aware of them, and made a great and notable 
(laughter amongft them. Some of the Soldiers affirm, that they numbred 
above one hundred that lay dead upon the ground, and befides thofe, o- 
thers told about an hundred and thirty, who were driven into the River, 
and there perithed, being carried down the Falls, Jhe River Kijhon fipept 
them axvay^ that antient River^ the River Kijhon, 0 my foul^ thou hajl trodden 
down jlrength. And all this while but one Englilhman killed, and two woun¬ 
ded. But God faw that if things ended thus, another and not Chrift would 
have had the Glory of this vidory, and therefore in his wife providence 
he fo difpofed, as that there was at laft fbmewhat a tragical ilTue of this Ex¬ 
pedition. For an Englijh Captive Lad, who was found in the Wigwams, 
Ipake as if P^i/ip were coming with a thoufand: which falfe report 
being famed (famahellajiant) among the Soldiers, a pannick terror fed 
upon many of them, and they hafted homewards in a confufed rout, IloA- 
T» -sroAtpi?. In the mean while a party of Indians from an Illand 
(whole coming on ffiore might eafily have been prevented, and the Soldiers 
before they fet out from Hadly were earneftly admonilked to take care about 
that matter) affaulted our men> yea, to the great diffionour of the Englijh^ 
a few Jwdwnrpurfued ourSoldiers four or five miles, who were in number 
near twice as many as die Enemy. In this Diforder, he that was at this 
time the chief Captain, whofe name was T'urner^ loll his life, he was pur- 
fued through a River, received his fatal ftroke as he paffed through that 
which is cdled the Green River^ and as he came out of the Water he fell in¬ 
to the hands of the Uncircumcifed, who dripped him C^s fome who fay they 
law it affirm) and rode away upon his horfe , and between thirty and 
forty more were lofi in this retreat. 

Within a few days after this. Captain 'turners dead Corps was found a 
Tniall diffancefrbm the River,it appeared that he had been fhot through the 
thigh and back, of which it’s judged he died fpeedily without any great tor¬ 
ture from the Enemy. ‘However it were, it Ls.evident that the Engliftiob- 
-tained avidory at'this time,yet if it be as fome Indians have fince related, the 
, ' . - - - Vidoif 
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Vidory was not fo great as was at firft apprehended : For fundry of them 
who were at feveral times taken after this flaughter affirm that many of the 
Indians that were driven down the Falls, got fafe on ffiore again, and that 
they loft net above threefcore men in the tight : alfo that they killed thir¬ 
ty and eight Englijh men, which indeed is juft the number miffing. There 
is not much heed to be given to Indian Teftimony, yet when circumftances 
and artificial arguments confirm what they fay, it becometh an impartial 
Hijiorian to take notice thereof, nor is it to be doubted but the lofs of the 
Enemy was greater than thofe Captives taken by our Forces abroad did ac¬ 
knowledge. Some other Indians faid, that they loft feveral hundreds at this 
time, araongft whom there was one Sachem. I am informed that divers I/i- 
dians who were in that battel, but fince come in to the Englifti at Normch, 
fay that there were three hundred killed at that time, which is alfo confir¬ 
med by an Indian called Fomham^ who faith that of that three hundred there 
were an hundred and feventy fighting men. Whatever the vi< 3 :ory or fuc- 
cefs of that engagement might be, it was the Lords doing, and let him alone 
have all the Glory. 

May2^» Some of our Troopers fell upon a party of Indians fabout fifty 
in number) not far from Kehoboth^znd flew ten or twelve of them, with the 
lofs of only one Englijh' man. The Indians betook themfelves to a River^ 
and had not fome Foot-Soldiers on the other fide of the River, too fudden- 
ly difeovered themfelves, probably there had been a greater flaughter of the 
Enemy, who hafted out of t]ie River again, and fled into a Swamp where 
there was nc^urfuing of them. ," 

May 30. The Enemy appeared at Hatfield fired abq^t twelve houfes^ 
and barns without the Fortification, killed many of their Cartel, drave away 
almoft all their Sheep, fpread themfelves in the, meadow between Hatfield 
and Hadley. Whereupon twenty five adive and refolute men went from 
Hadly to relieve their diftrefled Brethren. The Indians (hot at them ere they 
could get out of the Boat, and wounded one of them. Ours neverthclefs- 
^liarged on the,Enemy, (hot down five or fix at the firft volley near the 
River. Then they made haft toward the town fighting with a great num¬ 
ber of the Enemy, many falling before them. And though encompaft wfith 
a numerous fwarm of Indians^ who lay in Ambufh behind almoft every tree, 
and place of advantage, yet the Englifh loft not one man, till withimabout 
an hundred rod of the Town, when five of ours were (lain i among whom 
was a precious young man, whofe name was Smith, that place having- 
loft many in lofing that one man. It fpeaketh fadl'y to the rifing Genera¬ 
tion when fuch arc taken away. After this die Enemy fled, having loft five 
and twenty in this fight., 

la 
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In thefe two lafl months of May and Aprils befides the Smrd offFar^ in 
refped: of the Heathen, the Swnrd of the Lord hath been drawn againft this 
Land, in refpe(ff of Epidemical Difeafes, which fin hath brought upon us > 
Sore and (doubtlefs) Malignant Colds prevailing every where. I cannot 
hear of one Family in New England that hath wholly efcaped the Diftem- , 

• per, but there liare been many Families wherein every one in the Houfe 
was fick and ill difpofed. So as that there have been many lick and weak, 
and Tome are fallen afleep, yea fome eminent and ufeful Inftruments hath 
the Lord removed, and made breaches thereby upon divers of the Colonies 

• of New England, 

Connecticut is deprived of their worthy and pitblick-fpirited Govomour 
Winthrop, This Colony of hath been bereaved of two, (viz, 

.Major WiHarrd and Mt.KujfelJ who for many years had approved thcmfelves 
faithful in the Magiftracy. And the death of a few fuch is as much as if 
thoufandshad fallen i yet man-y other righteoias and ufeful ones are gone, 
leaving us behind in the ftorm. And amongft the common people, not a 
few have been carried to their Graves in thefe two laft Months. We have 
heard of no lefs than eight in one fmaU Platitation buried in one week, 
wherein alfo twenty perfons died this Spring. And in another little Town 
nineteen perfons have died within a few weeks. We in Bojfon have feen 
(a fad and folemn l^( 5 tacle 1 ) Coffins meeting one another, and three or four 
put into their Gra ves in one day. In the month of Majf about fifty perfons 
are deceafed in this Town. By which things, God from Heaven fpeaks to 
us and would give us to underhand, that if the Sword will not reform us, he 
hath other Judgments in ftore, whereby, he can fuddenly and eafily bring 
us down. The Lord help us to apply our hearts unto Wifdom, and make 
us thankful, in that he hath been intreated gracioully and wonderfully to 
r^fiore health unto us again. 

In the latter end of May and beginning of Jme^ the Indians have been 
lefs adive in the purfuit of their mifehievous defigns againft thtEnglijh, One 
reafon whereof hath been^n that it was now their planting and fiftiing time; 
for at this time of the year, they fupply themfelves with lifti out of the Ponds 
and Rivers wherewith this good Land doth abound, and dry it againft the 
Sun, fo as thatthey can lay up in ftoa:e,for to ferve them the year about. But 
it would have been no wifdom for the Engliih to fuffer them fo to do. 
Wherefore about four or five hundred Soldiers were fent out of this Colony, 
and as many (Englijh and Indians together) of Conne^icut, to feek out and 
difreft the Enemy. 

June 7, Our Forces now abroad came upon a party of Indians^ not far 
from Lanca{ier^ and killed fevcn-ofthem,and took nine and twenty of them 
. _ Captive 
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Captive '■) foraeof which not long fincc had Englilh Captives \ under them. 
Thus did they that had led into Captivity, go into Captivity i and they that 
killed with the Sword werethemfclvcs killed with the Sword. 

A.KoCoit}f(Qicut¥ojccSj whilti upon their march, killed and took above 
fifty Indians : and not long after that, a fmall party of Connedicut Sculdiers 
with the afliftance of a few of thofe Indians who have been friends to the 
Englrjh, Hew and took forty and four of the Enemy in the Narraganfct 
Country i all thefc exploits being performed without the lofsof any of ours. 

June 12. Ti € Enemy alTaulted in the morning, Sun an hour high 

three Souldiers going out of the Town without their Arms > wcrcdiiTwa- 
ded therefrom by a Serjeant, who Hood at the Gate, but they alleadging that 
they infended not to go far, were fuffered to pafs, within a while the Serjeant 
apprehended, that he heard fome men running s and looking over the For- 
tirication, he faw trventy Indians purfuing thole three men who were fo ter¬ 
rified, that they could pot cry out i two of them were atlaft killed, and the 
other fo mortally wounded as that he lived not above two or three days j 
wherefore the Serjeant gave the Alarm, God in great mercy to thofc 
fTiftern Plantatims had fo ordered by his providence, as that ConneHicMt 
Army was come thither before this onfet from the eyray. Befides En- 
glifh, there were near upon two hundred Indians in Hadley^ who came to 
fight with and for the Englifh, againfl the common enemy, who was quick¬ 
ly driven off at the South end of the Town, whilft our men were purfuing of 
them here, onafudden a great Swarm of Indians iffued out of the Bufhes, 
and made their main aflault at the North end of the Town, they fired a Barn 
which was without the Fortifications, and went into an houfe, where the in¬ 
habitants difeharged a great Gun upon them, whereupon about fifty Indi¬ 
ans were feen running out ofthe houfe in great hafte, being terribly frighted 
with the Report and (laughter madeamongft them by the great Gun. Ours 
followed the enemy (whom they judged to be about five hundred, and by In¬ 
dian report fincc, it feems they were (even hundred) necr upon two miles, 
and would fain have purfued them further, but they had no Order fo to do. 
Some in thofe parts think, that as great an opportunity and advantage as 
hath been fince the war began, was loft at this time» the Lord having brought 
the enemy to them, and there being Englifh and Indians enough to purfuc 
them : But others fuppofing that then they fhould impede the defign of com¬ 
ing upon them at the FaSs, nothing was done until it was too late, only 
the Towns in thofe places were eminently faved, and but few of ours that loft 
their lives in this Skirmifh, nor is it as yet known how many the enemy 
loft in this right. The Englifh could find but three dead Indians: yet fome of 
them who have beentaken Captive, confefs that they had thirty men kill’d this 

E day 
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day. And fince we have been informed by Indian?, of that which is much to 
be obferved, viz^ that vvhils the Indian men were thus fighting againfl 
ley, the hand of the Lord fodifpofed, as that the Mohav»kj csLunc upon thcit 
Head-Quarters, and fmotc their Women and Children with a great Slaugh¬ 
ter, and then returned, with much plunder. If indeed it was foCandthe 
Indians arc under no temptation to report a fallhood of this nature ) it is a 
very memorable paflage. 

June 1 5. This day was feen at fltmomb the perfe<^ form of an IndiaH 
Bow appearing in the air j which the Inhabitants of that place ( at kaft fome 
oi them ) look upon, as a Yrodigious Apparition. The like was taken notice 
of, a little before the fort Fight in the Karraganfet Countrey. Who know- 
eth but that it may be an 0mm of ruine to the enemy, and that the Lord 
will break the bow and fpear afunder, and make wars to ceafe unt 0 the ends 
of the earth ? Nor is this (may I here take occafion a little Xodigrefi, in or¬ 
der to the infer ting of Tome things, hitherto not fo much obferved, as it may 
be they ought to be ) the firft Frodigy that hath been taken notice of in New- 
England, It is a common obfervation, verified by the experience of many 
Ages, that great and public^ Calamities jeldem come upon any place tpithem 
Trodigiouj Warnings to forerun and fignifie what is to he expe^ed. I am flow 
to believe Rumors of this nature, neverthekls fome things 1 have had cer¬ 
tain Information of. 

If is certain, that beforethis War brake out j wg on Sept. 10. 1^74. la 
Hadley, Northampton, and other Town thereabouts was heard the report 
of a great piece of Ordinance, with a (baking of the earth, and a confidcra- 
ble Eccho, when as there was no Ordinance really difeharged at or near any 
of tho(e Towns at that time. Yea no lefs than (even years before this.war 
there were plain prodigious Notices of it. For, 

Anno i66y. There were fears on the fpirits of many of the Englifh, 
concerning and his Indians, and that year, Novemb. 5©. about or 
lo.ho. A. M. beinga very clear, ftil), Sun-(hine morning, there were divers 
Eerfons in Maldon, who heard in the air on the South-eaft of them, a great 
Gun go off, and as foon as that was pafl, they heard the report of final! 
Guns like musket (hot, diCcharging very thick, as if it had been at a general 
Training •, but that which did moft of all amaze them, was the flying of the 
Bullets that came finging over their heads, and feeioed to be very neari.them, 
alter this they heard drums palling by them and going Weftward. The fame 
day, 2tScituate, (and in other places) in Plinmih Colony, they heard as it 
were the running of troops of horfes. 

I would not have mentioned this relation, had I not received it from feii- 
©us,faithful and judicious hands,even of thole who were eai-witneffesof thele 
ihi»g5. And 
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And now that I am upon thUVigreJfiofj, let me add, that the mt^ftrous 
births which have at fundry times hapned, are fpeaking folemn piovKicnccs. 
Efpecia^ly that which was 2 it Woburn^ Fcbru. 23. 1^70. When the Wifeot 
Jofeph Wright was delivered of a Creature, the form thereof was as tmlow- 
eth. “ The head, neck and arms in true form and (hape of a child, but if 
“ had no breaft bone nor any back bone i the belly was of an extraordinary 
“ bigncfs, both the fides and back being like a belly, the thighs were very 
“ fmall without any thigh bones It had no buttocks, the Membrum Virile 
was a meer bone S it had no paffagc for nature in any part below * 

“ turned dire<^ly outward, the heels turned up, and like a bone, It being 0- 
“ pened, there were found two great lumps of ftelh on the fides of the 
“ Teeming belly > the bowels did lie on the upper part of the breaft by the

There are judicious perions, who upon the confideration of fome rela¬ 
tive circumftances, in that monftrous birth, have concluded that God did 
thereby bear witncfs againft the Dijdrders of fome in that place. As in the 
days of our Fathers, it was apprehended that God did teftifie from heaven 
againft the monftrous Familiftical Opinions that were then ftirring, by wat 
direful Monfter which was brought forth by the wife of William Vyer^ 

17. 1^37. a defcription whereof may be Teen in Mr. Welds his Hiftory of the 
Rife and Ruine of Antinomianifm. p. 43 i 44 * Mr. C/<*rV Examples 

Certainly God would have fuch providences to be obferved and recorded» 
He doth not fend fuch things for nothing, or that,no notice (hould be taken 
of them. And therefore was I willing to give a true account thereof, hoping 
that thereby miftakes and falfe Reports may be prevented. 

To go on then with our Hiftory. , j 

June. id. Our Forces marched towards the Falls,ours on the E^r and Con- 
neUicut on the Wejl fide of the River, when they were about three miles out 
of the Towns, a vehement ftorm of rain, with thunder and lightening over¬ 
took them, yet continuing but a while, they pafled on till they came to the 
Ealls^ but the enemy was then gone. The next day it rained again, and con¬ 
tinued a cold Euroclydon, or, North-eaji ftwm all that day and night, io that 
our Souldiers received much damage in their arms, ammunition and provi* 

fion and the next day (bcingLords day) returned to the Towns, weary 
anddifeouraged, the Lord having feemedto fight againft them by the ftorm 
memioned. Thus doth the Lord in Wifdom and Faithfulnels mix his 
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5 <^ 

Difpcnfation towards us. 

June ip. A party of Indians fct upon Svfmzy and burnt down the r€* 
maining houfes there, except Hvehoufes whereof four were Garifons. 

June 20. Come^icut Forces returned home in order to a recruit, in¬ 
tending to meet with ours the next week at ^abaog. 

June. 21. was kept as a day of folemn HumiHatian in one of the Churches in 
JBalion^ fo was the next day in all the Churches throughout the Colony of 
Flimouth^ After which wc have not received fuch fad tidings, as ufually fuch 
dayes have been attended with> ever fince this tP^ar began ( as the precedent 
Hijiory doth make to appear j but rather fuch Intellcgince from divers parts 
of the Country as dothadminiher ground of hope, and of rejoycing, the 
Lord feemingto icturnwith mercy to his people, and to bring the enemy 
int-o greater dillreffcs then formerly. 

June 28- About thirty of ours adventured to go up the River towards 
the Falls dit Deer field, tofec what Indians they could cfpy thereabouts, but 
coming they found none. They went to an Ifland where they found an hun¬ 
dred JVigtvami, and iome Englifh plundered Goods, which they took, and 
burnt the Wigtvams. AUb they marched up to a Fort which the Indians 
had built there, and deftroyed it. Digging here and there they found feve- 
ral Indian Barns, where was abundance of Fifli, which they took and 
fpoiled? as alfo thirty of their Cmods, fo that it appears that the Heathen 
arc dihreffed and fcattered, being no more able to continue together in 
fuch great Bodyes as formerly. 

June 2p. Was obferved as a day of publick ‘fibankfgiving to celebrate the 
praifes of that God, w'ho hath begun to anfwcr Prayer. Apd although 
there is caufe for Humiliation before the Lord, inafmuch as the Sword is ftill 
drawn againlf us, nevcrthclctS^wc are under deep engagement to make his 
praife glorious j conhdeting how wonderfully he hath retrained and check¬ 
ed the infolency of the Heathen. That Vidfory which God gave to our 
Army, Vecember 19. and again May 18. is never to be forgotten; alfo in that 
divers Indian Sachims ( Specially their great Saebim ^anonchet ) have 
fallen before the Lord, and before his Servants.And in that things have been 
no worfe with us, fince the year of trouble hath been upon us, that no more 
Indians have been kt loofc upon us, but many of. them have been out 
friends, that no more Plantations have been made defoUte, which nothing 
but the reftraining gracious providence of God, hath prevented , for the 
Enemy might cafily have ddlroyed fen times as many Towns as they have 
done, had not he that fefii bounds to the raging of the Sea, retrained them» 
yea, one whole Colony hath been in a manner untouched, favingthat one fmall 
deferred Plantation therein was burnt by the Indians > alfo fundry Towns 
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that have been fiercely aflaulted by the Enemy, having obtained help from 
God, to continue to this day, as brands plucked out of the fire, and as mo¬ 
numents of the fparing mercy of God, although they have been in the fire 
they arc not confumed. And God hath returaed many oi o\ax Captiv^s^ 
having given them to find compaffion before them who led them Captive i 
and caufed the Enemy to entreat them well, in the timeofafflidfion, and in 
the time of evil, and by ftrange wayesat lafi delivered them. Hehathalfo 
fent in a fupply of Corn f rom beyond Sea, this Spring and before winter 
without which we could not cafily have fent out fuch ArmiesC however fmall 
and not worthy of the name of jdrmies in other parts of the World j yet 
with us they arc Armies) as have been purluing the Enemy. Its wonder¬ 
ful to confider, how that the Lord harhvifited his People in giving them 
Bread, when a Famine was expedfed. And this Summer, God hath caufed 
the (hower to come down initsfeafon, there have been fliowers of Bleifing 
■ when fome beginnings of a Drought were upon the Land. And fore Dil- 
eafes hath the Lord rebuked s whereas the fmall fox and other Malignant 
and Contagious Vijiempers have been amongfi us lincc this began, God: 
hath been entreated to have compaffion on us, and to refforc health unto 
his people. Moreover, we are Hill under the enjoyment of our Liberties 
both Civil and Spiritual: for fuch caufes as thefe, the day mentioned was 
obferved ( by order of the Council ) as a day of piiblick Thankfgiving 
throughout this Colony; And behold when we began tofingandtopraife 
the Lord whofc mercy endurcth for ever*, lie hath as it were fet Ambufh- 
ments againft the Enemy, and they were fmitten, yea they have fincethat 
been fmiting and betraying one another. 

There arc two things here obfervablc : 

1. Whereas this very day of the Moneth ( viz- fme 2p".) was kept as 
adayof publick,H«wi/ia#w«thelafiyear, being thefiiH Faji xhu was ob¬ 
ferved in this Colony on the account of the prefent War^ God hath fb orde¬ 
red, as that the fame day of the moneth was in the year after fet apart to mag- 
nifiehis Name on the account of mercies received, being the firff pnblick day 
of Thankfgiving, which hath been attended throughout this Colony fince 
the began. 

2. The Lord from Heaven fmikd upon us at thistimei for the day 
before this Ikanlq-givings as alfo the day .after, he gave us to hear of more 
of our Captives returned i particularly Mr. Rorvhndfoas Children are now 
brought in.asanfwers of Prayer. Itisnotafmallmercy, that the mother 
and children ( only one child was killed when the other were taken ) (hould 
all of them be faved alive, and carried through the jaws of fo many deaths, 
and at laft brought home in peace, thatfo they and all that ever (hall bear of 
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it, might fc;c and know, that the Lord Jehovah, is a God that hearcth prayer 
Alfo the night after this Thanh^giving^ intelligence came to BoJfoHj that a 
chief Narraganfit Sachim, is now fuing to the Englilh for peace, and that 
an Indian was come in to the EngliQi near Kehghoth^ who informed that fhilip 
was not far off, and that he had but thirty men ( befides Women and Chil¬ 
dren ) with him j and promifed to conduct the Englifh to the place where 
was lurking, and might probably be taken •, Moreover, the Indian af¬ 
firmed, that thole Indians who are known by the name of for 

Mohawks, i. e. Man-eatcrs;had lately fallen upon Fhilip^ and killed fifty of his 
men. And if the variance between Philip & the Mauquamgt came to pafs, as 
is commonly reported & apprehended, there was a marvelous finger of God 
in it. For we hear that Philip being this winter entertained in the Mohawh 
Country, made it his defign to breed a quarrel bet wen the Englifli and them \ 
to efftta which divers of our returned Captives do report that he rcfolved to 
kill fome fcattering Moharv\t, and then to fay that the Englilh had doneit:but 
one of thofe whom he thought to have killed, was onl wounded, and got 
away to his Country-men, giving them tounderftand, that not the Enghfh 
but Philip had killed the Men that were Murdered, fo that in (lead of bring¬ 
ing the Mohawkji upon the Englilh, he brought them upon himfelf. Thus 
hath he conceived mifehief and brought forth fallhood, he made a pit and 
digged it, and is fallen into the ditch which he hath made, his mifehief (hall 
return upon his own head, and his violent dealing (hall come down upon his 
own pate. The Heathen are funk downintothepitthatthepnade, in the 
net which they had hid, is their own foot taken i the Lord is known by the 
Judgment which he executeth, the wicked isfnared in the work of his own 
hands. Higgaion. Selah. 

June 30. This day Souldiers marched out of towards the plactr 
where Philip was fuppofed to be. But when they came thither, they found 
that he was newly gone. We hear that he is returned to Mounuhope. and 
that a confidcrable body of Indians are gathered to that place, where the 
ITar began, and where ( it may be ) way muft be made towards an end of 
fhefe troubles. Yet who knoweth how cruelly a dying ’Seajl may bite 
before his expiration > Alfo Plimouth Companies being abroad under the 
condud of Major Bradford, the Lord went forth with them, this day cau- 
fing the enemy to fall before them. They were in danger of beingcut off 
by a party of Indians who lay in Ambulh for that end, but fome of the 
Cape-lndians, who have been faithful tO the Englilh, difeovered the Strata¬ 
gems of the Adverfary, whereby their intended mifehief was happily pre¬ 
vented. Divers of them were killed and taken, without the lofs of fo much 
as one of ours. And whereas, three Meffengers from SquawSachem of 
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Sak^net, were gone to the Cavernottr of TUmouthy offering fo lubinir them- 
fclves, and engaging Fidelity totheEnglifh ior the future, if they might but 
have a promife of life, and libertyj before the Meffengers returned from 
their treaty, that Squaw-Sachim with about ninety perfons, hearing that 
Tlimouth Motets were approaching to them, came and rendred themftlvcsto 
Major Bradferd-, wholly fubmitting to mercy, fo that this day were killed, 
taken, and brought in no Icfs then an hundred and Indians. And the 
provid«ice of God herein is the more obfervable, in that the very day be¬ 
fore this, the Lords People in Plimutb did unanimoufly confent to renew 
their Covenant with God, and one another, and a day of Humiliation was 
appointed for that end, that foa work fb facred and awful might be attended 
with the more folemnity, alfointhe week before thefe hgnalfmiles from 
Heaven upon that Colony^ moft of th: Churches there, had renewed their 
Covenant, viz. on the day of Humiliation which waslali attended through¬ 
out that jurifdidiion. God then faith unto us, thatif we will indeed hear¬ 
ken unto his voice, the haters of the Lord fhallfoonfubmitthemfelves. 

July I. Whereas the Council at Boflon had lately emitted a Declaration, 
f^nifying, that fuch Indiansasdid within fourteen dayes come in to the En- 
gUfb, might hope for mercy, divers of them did this day return from a- 
moog the Nupmickf, Amongft others, James an Indian, who could not 
only read, and write, but had learned the Art of Printing, notwithftanding 
his Apoftafie, did venture himfelfupon the mercy and truth ofthe Eoglim 
Declaration which he had feen and read, promifing for the future to venture 
his life againft the common Enemy. He and the other now come in, affirm 
that very many of the Indians are dead ficne thisbegan, and that more 
have dyed by the hand of God, inrefpedf of Difeafes, Fluxes, andFeavers 
which have been amongft them, than have been killed with the Sword. " 

July a. This day CowwiSfrWForces being in the Narraganfet Country 
met with a party of Indians, purfued them into a Swamp, killed and took 
an hundred and fourfcore of them ( amongft Whom was the old 
cbem of NarraganfetJ without the lof's of one Englifh-man. Only an In¬ 
dian or two that fought for the Englifh, was killed in this engagement. The 
Englifh would gladly have gone further, and have joined with Bofion and 
Tlimouih Companies to purfuc Philip at Mount-hope, but the Cennedkut In¬ 
dians would by no means be perfwaded thereunto, until fuch time as they 
had returned home with the booty they had taken. And as they were on 
their march homeward, they took and flaughtcred threefcm more Indians. 
In the mean while the other Colonies are fending out fouldiers towards 
Mfunt-hope, where Philip with a multitude of Indians lately flocked thither 
isjepoited to be, defigning fpeedilyto fall upon the neighbouring Town^. 
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Jftly. 6 . Five or fix Indian Sachems did make peace with the Englifli in 
the Ealiern parts of this Colony. They have brought in with them three hun¬ 
dred men bcfides women and children. One of the Sachims did carneftly dc- 
iire, that the Englilh would promife that no inotc liquors (hould be fold or gi¬ 
ven to the Indians^ that fo they might not be in a Capacity of making them- 
fdvcs drunk, having found by woful experience, that that hath been a ruining 
evil to many of them. This wefek alfo about txvo hundred Indians more came 
and fubmitted themfclves to mercy,in Flimouth Colony^ being partly neceffitated 
thcreeuto by the dilirertes which God in his holy providence hath brought 
them into, and partly encouraged by a promife from the Government there, 
that all fuch Indians as Avould come in and lay down their arms (hould 
have life and liberty granted to them, excepting only Tuch as had been adlive 
in any of the murthers which have been committed. When thefc Indians 
were in the hands of the Englilh, a certain Squaw amongft them, 
perceiving that it would be pleafing to the Engliflt, if the murderers 
were difeovered , (he piefently told of one who had had a bloudy hand 
in the murthers which were done in Mr Clarkj houfe March the twelfth, 
fhe Indian immediately confefled the FadI, only laid that there was another 
whohadasgreat a hand therein as he, which other Indian being examined 
confefled the thing alfo» and he revealed a third Indian Murderer, who upon 
Examination owned the thing, whereupon they were all three forthwith 
executed, thus did God bring upon them the innocent blood which they had 
(bed. Alfo the Indians who had furrendred themfelvcs, informed that a 
bloody Indian called ‘tuckjoo ( who the lafl: fummer murdered a man ®f 
Bojlon at Nsmask^t ) with about twenty Indians more, was at a place within 
15 miles of Flimouth, and manifefted willingnefs to go and fetch him in, 
whereupon eight Englilh with fourteen Indians, marched out in the night, 
and feized upon them all, none of ours receiving any hurt at this time. Ju- 
flice was fpeedily executed upon the Indian, who had been a murderer *, the 
other having their lives granted them. 

July 7. A (mail party of our Indians having fome Englifh with them, took 
and killed feven of the Enemy in the Woods beyond Vedham, whereof one 
was a petty Sachem. The two Indians which were then taken Prifoners, fay 
fhat many of their men who were fent to Albany for a fupply of Powder, 
were fet upon in the way by the Mohawk^, and killed,. If is is certain that a- 
bout this time, fome of thofe Indians who arc in Hoftility againftthe En- 
glilh ( amongft whom the Saqhim of Springfield Indians, was one j came 
to Albany to buy Powder, and that they mighteflfedi their defign,, they lycd 
and faid, that now they had made peace with the Engliih, and defired Pow¬ 
der only to go an hunting in the Woods : we hear, that the other Indians 

were 
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were very dcfiious to have (lain them, but the Governour of Niiv^To)\Ci:-> 
cured them, and gave notice to the Councill at Hartford: lince that we have 
Intelligence that many of our enemies, yea and fuch as have been notorious 
IVIurderers, are fled for refuge to thofe about Albany. 

July II. A Party of Indians (’tis conje( 3 :ured that there were about two 
hundred of them ) alTaulced-T^iw^ifw. And in probability, that Town had 
at this time been brought under the fame defolation other places have expe¬ 
rienced, had not theTord in his gracious providence fo ordered, that a Cap¬ 
tive Negro^ the week before efcaped from P/^i///>,and informed of his purpofe 
Tpeedily todeflroy faimton \ whereupon Souldicrs vvere forthwith fent thi¬ 
ther, fb that-thcenemy was in a little time repulfed, and fled, after they had 
bred twoHoui'es : but i)ot one Engliih Life was lofl in this Engagement. 
What lofs the enemy fuflained is as yet unknowui to us. There was a fpeciall 
providence in that Negroes efcape, 'for he having lived many years near to the 
T/^/>«/, uiiderflood their Language, and having heard them tell one ano¬ 
ther w’hat their defigns were, he acquainted the Englifh therewith,and how 
Thilip had ordered his men to lye in Amhufeadoes in fuch and fuch places, to 
cut off the Englifh, who by means of tliis intelligence efcaped that danger, 
which otherwife had attended them. 

About this time we hear that there are three hundred Mohaugs^ 
who have armed themfelves, as being defirous to be revenged upon thofe 
Indians who have done fo much harm to Nerv-England (if they receive no 
difeouragementasto theirdellgned Ejj;pcdition) And that they purpofe to 
cob u • their heads and make thcnayellojv^ that fo they may not upon their ap¬ 
proach to any of our Plantations, be miftaken for other Indians. 

There is another thing which though it doe not concern the Warr, yet 
hapning this week, it may not be amifs here to take notice of it. At Saco- 
nejet in PljwoutbColony^a. female Child was born with two heads, perfectly 
diftindeach form other, fo that it had four eyes, and four cars, and -two 
mouthes and tongues, 6cc. 

July 22, Some of our Companies returned Ixom Mount-hope to Bojhn^ 
And albeit they have not attained that which was the main end. propofed in 
their going forth , yc. theApprehenfion of Philips neverthelcfs God was 
in a gratious meafure prefent with them, for they killed and took about an 
hundred and fifty Indians in this expedition, with the lofs of but one Englifh 
man. ,One night they lodged very near unto Ploilip, but he kept himfeU 
private and ffill in a Sn^amp^ ours not imagining that he had been/fo peer, as 
afterwards ( by Indian Captives ) they perceived he was ; after this an In- 
dian that was taken Prifoiipr engaged that if they would fpare his life, he 
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■would fbrtliwitli bring them to P/-v///», but ourSouldiers were not able to go 
the neareft way towards him, yet in about two hours fpace, they came whi¬ 
ther the Indian conduced them, and found that a great many Indians were 
newly fled, having for haft left their Kettles boyling over their hres, and their 
Beks, and Baskets of Wampampeag^ yea ai-id their dead miburied. At that 
time did the Englifti take and kill about feventy perfons ; Imce an Indian 
that came into l?.Wr-J/ 7 W,infornieth, that Philip is gone to a Swamp near 
Dartmouth : and that when our Forces were purfuing of him, he with a 
few hid himfelf in SqHanaktmk^Swim'p^ till ourSouldiers were paft, and then 
with one Indian in^Canoo croft the river to Pocajfet, It feems the body of 
the Indians belonging to him, went over on two Rafts, in which paflage they 
loft feverall Guns, and wet much of their Ammunition. The reafon why, 
fled to this place, was bccaufe if he went Nm'thward^ the Moharpk^ 
would be upon him, if Seuthrvard he was in danger of the Monhegins^ and 
he durft not hide himfelf any longer about Metapoifitt becaufo the VVoods 
thereabouts were filled wlthSouldicrs. Thisw^eek alfo, Captain Church of 
Plimouth^ wirh a fmall party confifting of about eighteen Englifti, and two 
and twenty Indians, had four feverall engagements with the Enemy, and kil¬ 
led and took Captive feventy nine- Indians, without the lofs of fo much as 
one of ours *, it having been his manner, when he taketh any Indians by a 
promife of favour to them, in cafe they acquit themfelves well, to fet them' 
ah hunting after more of thefe Wolves, whereby the worftofthem, fome- 
times do fiiigular good fervice in finding out the reft of their bloody fellows. 
In one of thefe Skirmifhes, Diafloq^ Philips chief Captain, ran away leaving 
his Gun behind liim, and his Squarv^ who was taken. They came within 
two miles of the place where Philip hideth himfelf, and difeerned at a diftance 
about fifty Indians with Guns, thought to be Philips Hunters forprovifton, 
and w'cre dcfirous to have engaged with them, but being loadcn with Cap¬ 
tives and plunder, they could not then attend it. Alfo a Sachim of Pocket 
hath fubmitted himfelf with,fourty Indians more,' to the GovcrnourofPh« 
mouth. So that there is ofHate fuch a'ftrange turn of providence (' efpeciaily 
inPlimouth Colony, ftnee the Ciutrehes in that Colony being thereunto 
provoked by the godly advice and Recommendation of the civil Authority in 
that Jurifdidion ) did Ibkmnly renerv their covenant mth G'odandone another)' 
as the likehath rarely been h^ard of in any age. Whereas formerly a-lrnoff 
every week did conclude with fad' tidmgs, nofw the Lord fonds us good news 
weekly; Without doubt, there are in the World w 4 i 6 iiave been praying 
for us, and God hath heard them. If our poor prayers may be a means to 
obtain mercy for them alfo, who have grayed for-u^3 how fhallwe^re- 
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pycc, when we mtet together before Jefus Chrift at the laft and great 
day ? 

July 25. Thirty and fix Englifh-mcn who went out of Medjield and T>ed- 
ham^ having nine of the fraying Indians with them^ purfued and overtook a 
party of the Enemy, killed and took alive fifty of them, without the lofs of 
any of ours. The nine Indians ftored them felvcs with plunder when this 
exploit w’asdone : For bclides Kettles, there was about half a bulhelof 
U^ampampeag^ which the Enemy lofi, and twelve pound of Powder, which 
the Captives fay they had received from Albany but two days before. At this 
time another of the Narraganfet Sachims was killed, whofe name was Pom- 
ham^ and his Son was taken alive, and brought Prifoner to Bnjhn. This 
Pomham after he was w’ounded fo as that he could not fiaitd upon his legs, 
and was thought to have been dead, made a-lhift (as theSouldiers were pur^ 
fuing others ) to crawl a little out of the way, but was found again •> and 
when an Englifh-man drew near to him, though he could not ftand, he did 
(like a dying Beaft) in rage and revenge, get hold on that Souldiers head, 
and had like to have killed him, had not another came in to his help, and 
refeued him out ot the enraged dying hands of that bloody Barbarian, who 
had been a great promoter of the Narraganfet War. 

July 27. One of the Nipmuch^Sachims (called Sagamore John) came to 
Bojion^ and fubmitted himfelf to the mercy of the Englijh , bringing in a- 
bout an hundred and fourfeore with him. And that fo he might 

ingratiate himfelf with the Englijh^ he apprehended Matoonas and his Son, 
and brought them with him to Bojhn^ which MatoomK was the beginner of 
the War in this Colony of Majfachufets i for it was he that committed the 
murders which were done at Mendam^ July 1 4. i <57 5 , Being thus taken and 
examined before the Council, he had little to plead for himfelf, and there¬ 
fore was condemned to immediate death. Sagamore John was defirous that 
he and his men might be the Executioners > wherefore Matoonas was carried 
out into the Common at Bo/fon, and there being tied to a Tree, the Sachim 
who had now fubmitted himfelf, with fevcral of his men, foot him to death. 
Thus did the Lord ( a year after ) retaliate upon him the innocent blood 
which he had foed, as he had done fo God hath requited him ; And inaf- 
much as Matoonas^ who began the War and Mifehiets which have followed 
thereon in this Colony of Majfachufets is taken, and Juftice glorified upori 
him, it feems to be a good Omen , that ere long Philip who began the War in 
the other Colony, foall likewife be delivered up unto Juftice. In due time 
his foot foall Hide, and the things which (hall come upon himfeem to make 
hafte. 
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July 31, A fiwall party of Sonkliers^whofe hearts^God liad toiiehcd, mar-^ 
ched out ot Bridgwater^ in order to purfuing the Enemy. And Tabout 3 K 
pi m,) not far from Tetignot River, they unexpectedly to themfelves', and un- 
difccrned by the Enemy, can^eupon a company of Indiansf amongh whoro' 
Fbilip hinifelf was^ though his Ixring there was not known to our men, until 
the engagement was over. They Ihot down ten Indians, they were well 
arnKd, and at Hrd fnappe-d their Guns at theEnglifh, but not one of them 
to.)k hre •> wherefore the terrour ofGod fell upon the Indians, that fifteen' 
of them threw down their Gatis, and fubmitted t hemfelves to the Englilh,- 
the reit fled i Philip himfelf cfcaped very narrowly with his life. He threw 
away his flock of Powder into thcBLifhcs, that he might haften his efcape, 
albeit fomc of his men the next day found-it again. Our Souldicrs took- 
above twenty pound of Bullets and Lead., and feven Guns> tiveof -which- 
were Joaden and primed : yea they took the-chief of Philips Treafure, not- 
being able to carry away all their Plunder that day, for they found much 
EngUfli goods which Philip had flolcn, Philip made his efcape with three 
men, one of which was killed. . And although he himfelf got clear, -yet his- 
Uncle, whofe name wd.sVncompoen, being one of his chief Counfcllors, was 
f]ain> and Philips own Sifter was taken Prifoner^: not fo imtch as one En- 
glifli-man received any hurt at this time. Thus did God own- Bridgewater, 
after the People therein had fubferibed with ‘their hands, and folcmnly re¬ 
newed tlieir holy:Covena«t with God, and one-another, that they would 
reform thofe evils which were amongfl them, and endeavour for the future , 
to-walk more according to the will of God in Jeflis Chrift. 

Jiiguji I. Captain C/wbV:? with thirty Englifli-men, and twenty Indiana 
following P/;///p and thofl? witlrhijn, by their track took twenty and three- 
Indians. 1 'he' next morning they, came upon Pljihps head Quarters, killed' 
and took about and hundred and thirty Indians, with the lofs of but one En- 
gUfh-man. In probability many of the Englifh Souldiers had been cut off 
at this time, but that an Indian called Matthias, who fought for theEnglifh, 
when they were come very near the. Enemy, called to them in their own 
Langu^e with much vebemcncy, telling them they were all dead men if 
tfiey did but fire a Gun,, which did fb amufe and amaze the Indians, that 
c}K.y loft a great advantage.agaihft the Englifh. Phiiip hardly efcaped with 
his life this day alfo.^ i He fled and left his Peag. behind him, alfb his 
and his Son w’ere taken Ca.ptives; atxl are now Prifonersin Plymouth. Thus 
hath God brought that grand Enemy into great mifery before he quite de- 
flro.y him. It- muff needs be bitter as death tp.him, todofc his Wife and on¬ 
ly Son (for the Indians are marvelous fond and afledionatt towards their 
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CliilJren 0 befides other Relations, and alinoft all his Slibjc^s and Couti- 
try too. 

Augt^}. 5. This day the Lord fmiled upon this Land by %nal favour, in 
another rerpedt which - concerns not the prefent VVar, For whereas in the 
Motrthof there had been a ibreDrought, which did grcatl^y threaten 
the Indian Harveh, God opened the bottles of Heaven, and caufed it to rain 
all this night, and the day after, fo as that the Indian corn is recovered to 
adiniration, the Englilh Harveh being already gathered in, and more plenti- 
tull than in forne tormer years, infomuch that this which was expected to 
be a year of Famine, is turned to be a year of plenty as to provition. ■ 

Whilit I am writing this, good information is brought to me, that in fome 
parts of Conm^imtQo\on)\ the Drought was forer than in this Colony, inaf- 
much as the Trees began to languilh, and the Indians to defpair of an Hal¬ 
ved j wherefore Vnciis ( for although he be a friend to theEnglilh, yet he 
and all his men continue dill) fet his on work to fee if they 

could by powawing (i.e.-conjuring) prociire rain,but all in vain i He there¬ 
fore fent Wedward to a noted PojvjjVy to'try bis skill, but neither could that 
Wizzard by all his hkleous and diabolical bowlings obtain (bowers. Where¬ 
upon he (i. e. Vneaf) applyed himfelf to Mt. Fitch Cthe Faithful and able 
Teacher of the Church in Norwich) defil ing that he would pray to God for 
rain. Mr. Fitch replyed to hiirii, that if he (hould do fo, and God (liould 
hear him, as long as their Powaws were at work,tliey would aferibe the rain 
to them, and think that the Devil whom the Indians worlhip, and not God, 
had fent that rain, and therefore he. would not fet himfelf to pray foi- it, un¬ 
til they had done'.with their vanities and witcheries, VnciK and his Son 
Oweneco declared that they had-left off Powawing^ defpairingto obtain wdiat 
theydclired. Mr. Fite/? therefore called his Church together, and they fet 
themlelves by Fading and Prayer, to ask of the Lord rain in the time of the 
■latter rain, and behold ! that very night, and the next'day. He that faith to 
the fmall rain, and to the great rain of his Strength, be thou upon the earth, 
gave mod Plentiful Showers, in as much as the Heathen were aflfedted there¬ 
with, acknowledging that die God whom we ferve is a great God, and there 
is none like unto him.. 

6\ An Indian that deferred his fellows, informed the Inhabitants 
o^^aunton xhsit2. party of Indians who might.be eafily furprifed, were not 
very far o/f, and proraifed to condudf any that had a mind to apprehend 
thofe Indians in the right way towards them, whereupon about twenty 
Souldiers marched out of T^aunton ^. and they took all thofe Indians, being 
in number thirty aiid fix, only.the Sqn^0~S.(fchem of Pocajfet, wljo was next 
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unto Philip in refpedt of the mifchief that hath been done, and the blood 
that hath been (hed in this Warr,efcaped alone > but not long after fome of 
Taunton finding an Indian Squaw in Metapoifet newly dead, cut off her head, 
and it hapned to be lytetamoo^ i. e. Sqmrv-Sachm her head. When it was 
let upon a pole in Taunton^ the Indians who were prifbners there, knew it 
prefcntly, and made a moft horrid and diabolical Lamentation, crying out 
it was their Queens head. Now here it is to be obferved, that God himfclf 
by his own hand, brought this enemy to deftrudtion. For in that place, 
where the laft year, (he furnilhed Philip with Canooes for his men, (he her 
felf could not meet with a Canoo,but venturing over the River upon a Ptafr, 
that brake under her, fo that (he was drowned, jult before the Englilh found 
her. Surely Philips turn will be next. 

Auguji. io, Whereas Potock^z chief Counfellor to the old Squaw-Sa¬ 
chem oPNarraganfet^ was by fome of Road-Ifland brought into and 
found guilty of promoting the War againlf the Englifh, he was this day (hot 
to death in the Commoti at Bojlon, As he was going to his execution, fome 
told him that now he muft dy, he had as good fpeak the truth, and (ay hovv 
many Indiarrs were killed at the Fort-Fight lait winter. He replyed, that 
the Englilh did that day kill above feven hundred fighting men, and that 
three hundred who were wounded, dyed quickly after, and that as to old 
men, women and Children,they had loll no body could tell how many v and 
that there were above three thoufand Indians in the Fort, when our Forces 
affaulted them, and made that notable daughter amongft them, 

Augufi. 12, This is the memorable day wherein the perfidious 

and bloLidy Author of the War and wofull miferies that have thence enfued, 
was taken and flain. And God brought it to pafs, chiefly by Indians them- 
felves. For one of Philips men (being difgufled at him, for killing an Indian 
who had propounded an expedient for peace with the Englilh ) ran away 
from him, and coming to Road-Ifland, informed that Philip was now re¬ 
turned again to Mount^Hope^ and undertook to bring them to the Swamp 
where he hid himfelf. Divine Providence Ib difpofed, as that Capt. Church 
of Plymouth was then in Road-Ifland, in order to recruiting his Souldiers, 
who had been wearied with a tedious march that week. But immediately 
upon this Intelligence, he fet forth a^in, with a fmall company of Englilh 
and Indians. It feemeth that night Philip (like the man- in the Hod of A/f- 
dean) dreamed that he was fallen into the hands of the Englifli, and juft as he 
•was faying to thofe that were with him, that they muft fly for their lives 
thatday,lcrt thelndianthat was gone from himlhould difeover where he 
was i Our Souldiers came upon him, and furrounded thcSvsamp ( where he 

with 
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with fevenof hismai aixfcdndedj Thereupon he betook himifclf to flightj but 
as he was coming out of the Swamp, an Englifti-man and an Indian endea¬ 
voured to hie at him, the Engliili-man niilfcd of his aime, but the Indiaa 
£hot him through the heart, fo as that he fell down dead. The Indian who 
thus killed PW/ipi did formerly belong to Squaw-Sachim of Pocajfit^ being 
known by the name of Alderman, In the beginning of the war, he came to 
the Governour di Plymouth^ manifefting his defire to be at peace with the 
EnglilTi, and immediately withdrew to an llland,not having ingaged againii 
the Englifti nor for them, before this time. Thus when Philip hdid. made an 
end to deal treacheroully, his own Subjeds dealt treachcroufly with him. 
This Wo was brought upon him that fpoyled when he was notfpoyled. 
And in that very place where he tirft contrived and began his inifchief,was 
he taken and dellroyed, and there was he C like as Agag was hewed in pieces 
before the Lord ) cut into four quarters, and is now hanged up as a monu¬ 
ment of revenging Juftice, his head being cut off and carried away to Ply¬ 
mouth^ his Hands were brought to Bqjion. So let all thine Enemies perijh 0 
Lord 1 When Philip was thus llain,five ofhis men were killed with him,one 
of which was his chief Captains fom being (as the Indians telUfie ) that very 
Indian,who (hot the firlr gun at the Englifli, when the War began. So that 
we may hope that the War in thofe parts will dye with Philip. 

A little before tjbis, the Authority in that Colony had appointed the feven— 
teenth of this inftant to be ohferved as a day of publick^ Thanksgiving 
throughout that Jurifdidfion, on the account of wonderful fLioccfs againli 
the Enemy, which the Lord hath bleffed them with, ever ftnee they renewed 
their Covenant with him > and that fb they might have hearts raifed and en¬ 
larged in aferibing praifes to God, he delivered Philip into their hands a few 
da)^s before their intended Thanksgiving. Thus did God break the head 
of tliat Leviathan, and gave it to be meet,to the people inhabiting, the wil- 
dernefs, and brought it to the Town of Plimouth the very day of their for 
leraii Feftival i yet this alfo is. to be added and confidered, that the Lord (fo 
great is/thEdivinefaithfulnefs) to;prevent us from being lifted up without 
fucceffc-S-and that we might notbecome fccure, fo ordered as that notan 
Englifll-man but an Indian ( though und.er C/we^/ influence ) mufihave 
the honour of killing ?/?///;?♦ And the day before this^ was attended with 
a doleful Tragedy in the Eaflcm. parts of this Country, viz, at Falmouth iw 
where ifome of thofe treacherems and bloody Indians who had 
laiilyfubmitted-themfelves, and ptotnifed Fidelity-, to, the Englifii, killed and 
took; Captlve-aibove thirty Souls. The chaefAufihor ,of this mifehief, was an 
Indian, tailed tMha was. oirceiri.the. hands] of the and then 
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>known to have beenadive in former Murders, having bragged and boafted 
-of the mifchief and murders done by him: we may fear, that God, who fo 
.awfully threatned Ahab^ -wl^n he had let go out of his hand a Blafphemous 
Murderous Heathen, whom the Lord had devoted to deffrudion, was not 
well pleafed -with the EngUfhfor concluding this, and other bloody Murde¬ 
rers, in the late Ealfern peace. What theiiiueof this new dame thus break¬ 
ing forth,.iliall be, or how far it (hall proceed, is-with him whofe wifdom is 
infinite, and who doth all things well. 

Thus havevve a brief, plain, and true Storyofthe War with the Indians 
in Kepo^England.y how it began,and how it hath made its progrefsi and what 
prefent hopes there are of a comfortable clofurc and conclufion of this 
trouble i which hath been continued for a wholeyearand more.- Gefigniug 
only Breviary of the Hijiory of this roars I have not enlarged upon the 
eircumliances of things, but fhall leave that to others, who have .advan¬ 
tages and leafure to go on -with fuch an undertaking.

There-i$ one thing admirable to confider s t mean the providence of God 
in keeping-one oftliefe three Vnited Colonies^ in a manner untouched all 
this while: ForCo««e^fi«ff'€o/^«j|/ihatlv;not been affaulted by this Enemy^ 
only a few houfes-in one deferted Plantation were burnt vand it is poflible 
that one Indian alone might do tlrat,-Whether God intends another tryal for 
them,or for what reafon he hath hither to fpared them, no one may as yet 
■determine. Chrifi faid unto Peter^ iVhat Ido.thou i^oroijinot mro^ but thou 
Jhalt knoro hereafter : even fo, although, we do not at prefent fully perceive 
the meaning of this providence, yet hereafter it will be manifeft. And al¬ 
beit the fame fins and provocations have been found with them that are to 
be charged upon- others, neverthelefs- it miift needs he acknowledge Cfor 
•why fbould not diat which is praife-worthy in Brethren be oyvned, that fo 
God may have the glory of his -grace towards and in his Servants -?) they 
•have m the management-of this affair, acquitted themfelves like men, and 
like Chrihians. It was prudently done of them, not to make the Indians 
who lived aniongft.them their Enemies, and the Lord hafh.made them to be 
as a Wall to them, and alfo' made ufoaf them to dd grcatJervice againft jthe 
common Enemies of the Englifh. The.Chufches there have alfo given 
proof of their charity and Chriltianhy, by a, liberal Contribution towards 
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the nccclTity of the Saints impoverilhed by this War in the other two Colo¬ 
nies, having collcdled and trani'ported above a thonfand Bufliels of 
Corn, for the relief and conifort of thofe that have loft all through the Ca¬ 
lamity of War i God will remember and reward that pleafant fruit. Nor 
have fome of the Churches in this Colony ( cfpecially in Bojion^ which tlie 
Grace of Chriit hath alwayes made exemplary in works of that nature ) 
been unwilling to coniider their poor Brethren according to thcii* 
Ability. 

- To Conclude this Hijiory^ it is evident by the things which have been ex- 
prefted, that our4eliverance is not as yet perfected i for the Niymuckjndi^ 
ans are not yet wholly fubdued: Moreover, it will be a difficult thing,either 
-t© fubdue, or to come at thcKivcr Indians^ who have many of them with¬ 
drawn themfclvcs, and are gone far wtftward, and whilft they and others 
that have been in hoftility againftus, remain unconquered, we cannot enjoy 
fuch perfc<ff peace as in the years which are paft. And there feemstobe a 
dark Cloud riling from the Eaft, in refpedt of Indians in thofe parts, yea a 
Cloud which Itreameth forth blood. But that which is the faddeft thought 
of all, is5 that, of late fome unhappy fcandals have been, which are enough to 
fiop the current of mercy, which hath been flowing in upon us,and to pro¬ 
voke the Lord to let doofe-more Enemies upon us, fo as thatthc fccond 
error (hall be worfe then the firft. Only God doth deliver for liis own 
Names lake: the Lord will not forfakehis people for his great Names lake,; 
becaufc it hath pleafed the Lord to make us his people. And we have rea- - 
foil to conclude that Salvation is begun^ and in a gracious mcafure carried on 
towards us. For lince lalt AL/rc/.? there are two or 3000. Indians who hzvo. 
been either killed,or taken,or fubmitted thcmfelvcs to the Engliffi.And thofe 
Indians which have been taken Captivei Sc others-alfo,inform that the Nar- 
raganfets zxc in a manner mined, there being (as they fay) not above an hun¬ 
dred men left of them, who the laft year were the greateft body of Indians in 
Netv-England^ and the inoft formidable Enemy which hath appeared againft. 
us. But God hath confumed them by the Sword,and by .Famine,and by Sick-* 
nefsdt being no -unufual thing for thofe that traverfe the woods to And dead < 
Indians up and down, whom either Famine, or ftcknefsjhath caufed to dy,* 
and there hath been none to bury. them. And Philip who was the Sbeba^ 
that began and headed the Rebellion,his head is thrown over the.wall,there- ■ 
fore have we good reafon to hope that this Day ofJ^roublc^is near to an end, 
if our tins doe not undoe all: that hath been wrought for us. And indeed ■ 
there is one fad confideration, which may caufe humble tremblings to think 
ofit, namely in that the Kefomation which God, expe(fts from us it not fa 
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heaKyand To prrfca as ought to be. Divines obferve, that whereas npon 
Samnelf txhiyrtations^ the people did make but imperteft work ot it, as to 
tie Keformation o^. provoking evils, therefore-God did only begin their 
deliverance by but lett fcattered P hi I ijiims unsubdued, who after¬ 

wards made head and proved a fore .fcourge to the Children of Ifrael, untill 
DazHs time, in whole Reign there was a full Reformat ion,and then did the 
Lord give unto his people lull deliverance. Ncvcrthclcls a fad Ca0h'o^be 
will aitend thole that lhall magnihe themfolvcs againtl the people of the 
Lord of Holts. It hath been obleivcd by many,that never any (whether In¬ 
dians or others )did fet tbemfelves to do hurt to Nztv~England^bi\tx\\QYh2.yQ 
come to lamentable ends at laft. Nctv-England hath been a burthcnlbine 
Itonc, all that have burthened theralclves with it, have been cut in pieces. 
The experience of the prefent day, doth greatly conrirm that oblefvjtion, 
and give us ground to hope, that as for remaining enemies, they lhall fare 
as others that have gone before them, have done. Yet this further mult 
needs be acknowledged, thzt ^sioPlciories obtained,'we have no caufc to 
glory in any thing that we have done, but rather to be alhamed and eon- 
toiindcd for our own wayes. The Lord hath thus far been our Saviour for 
his Names fake, that it might not be profaned among the Heathen whither 
he hath brought us. And-God hath let us fee that he could ealily have 
dedroyed us, by fuch a contemptible enemy as the Indians have been in our 
' eyes-, yea he hath convinced us that we our Lives could notfubdue them. 
They have advantages that we have not, knowing v^ereto find us,but we 
know not whereto hnd them, who neverthelefs arealwayes at home, and 
■ have in a manner nothing but their lives and fouls(which they think not of) 
to lofe •> every Swamp is a Caftle to them, and they can live comfortably on 
that which would flarve Englifii-men. So that rve have no caufe to glory^ 
for it is God which hath thus faved us, and not we our felves. If we con¬ 
sider the time when the aiemy hath fallen, we muff needs own that the 
Lord hath done it. For we expeefed (and could in reafon exped no other } 
that when the Summer was come on, and the bufhes and leaves of trees come 
forth,the enemy would do ten times more mifehief then in the winter feafon; 
• whenas fince that,the Lord hath appeared againft them,^that they have done 
bur little hurt comparatively. Had there not been, eik a di¬ 

vine hand beyond all expedation manifefted, we had been in a date mod 
miferable this day. Alfb if wc keep in mind the means and way where¬ 
by our deliverance hath thus been accomplifhed, we mult needs own the 
Lord in all. For it hath not been brought to pafs by our numbers, or skill, 
- Or. valour, we have not got the Land in fo^e^wn by our omi Sword, neither did 
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»itr omn arm favzU*^ But God hath walk'd the Heathen, by fending the dc- 
Ikoyiiig Angel aniongd them, lince this War beganj and (vi’hiclilboLdd al- 
wayes be an humbling conlidcration untous^mueTi hath been done towards 
the fubduing of the enemy, by tlic Indians who have fouglu for us, fome- 
times more then by the Englilli. And no doubt but that a great leafon 
why many of them have of late been dellrous to fubmit themielves to the 
Engliih, hath been, becaufc they were afraid of the Mohaugs who have a 
long time been a Terror to the other Indians. I have received it from one 
who was returned out of Captivity this Summer, that the Indians where he 
was, would not fuffer any fires to be made in the night, for fear left the 
Mohaugs Ihould thereby difeern where they were, and eut them oft. 

Now, as the Lord, who doth redeem Ifrael out of all his troubles, hath 
gracioully and glorioufly begun our Salvation, fo let him perfedf it, infiach 
a way, as that no honour at all may come unto us, but that great glory may 
be to hi^ ownblcfted Name for ever. Let him bring health and cure unto 
this Jerttfahm^ and reveal the abundance of peace and truth; And itftiall be 
unto him a Name of joy, a Praife and an honour before all the Nations of 
the earth, which ftiall hear all the good that he - will doe unto us, and they 
. ftiall fear and tremble for all the goodnefs, and for all the profperity that he 
will procure. If we hearken to his voice in thefc his folemn Difpenfations, 
it furely ihall be fo. Not unto us 0 Lord i not unto us^ but unto thy Name give ■ 
Olory^ for thy mercy and for thy Lruths fake. Amen!

S ince 1 wrote the preceding Narrative, I hear that there arc who make

And therefore for their viixlication, and for the fatisfadfion 
of thofc amongh our fclvcs, for elfc-whcre) who are cordially defirons to 
have thiirgs cleared , refpeding the Grounds of the War^ 1 fliall here fubjoyu 
a Letter, which 1 received from General Winfow ('who^c integrity and pecu¬ 
liar capacity, (as being Governour of Plymouth Colony) to give information 
in tills affair is- well known) together with a Narrative of the beginning of 
thefe Troubles^' it was prefented to the Commijjioners of the Vnited Colonies, .

T He many Teffimonics you have given, not only of your goodrefpeds ■ 
‘ to my unworthy fclf pcrfonally, but alfo to this whole Colony, ma- ■ 
‘•nifefted in your endeavours to vindicate us from undeferved afperfions, 

‘ that fome ignorant or worfe than uncharitable perfons would lay upon us, 
refpeding the grounds of thefe troubles , calls for a -greater Retribution

‘ which the Ccmmiffioners and the Council of your Colony, and afterwards 
‘ your General Court, -took full fatisfadion, as you fee by their fubfequent 
‘ ads and adions. Yet much more we can truly fay in our Vindication,. 

‘ (wz.) that we have endeavoured to carry it juftly and faithfully towards 
‘ them at all times, and friendly beyond their deferts. I think 1 can ckarly 
‘ fey, that before thf fe prefent troubles broke out, the EngUJh d/d notpofffs 
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‘ one foot of Land in this Colony^ but what was fairly obtained by hontjl pnrehafe of 
^ the Indian Rroprictors : Nay, becaufe foineofour people are of a covetous 
‘ difpolition, and the Indians are in their Streits eahly prevailed with to part 
‘ with their Lands, we hrii made a Law that non: fjouldpurchafe or receive of 
^ gift any Land of the Indians^ without the k>iowledge and allorvance of our Court ^ 
‘.avrd penalty of a Hnc, hve pound per Acre, for all that fhould he fb boi ghr 
‘orobtained. And left yet theylhould be iiicightikd, we ordered ffur 
Mowit~Hope^ Focajfet-, 6 c feverall other Necks of the belt Land in the Colony, 
(bccaufe molt fuitable and convenient for them ) Ihould never be bought out 
of their hands, orclfe they would have fold theni longfince. And ourneigli- 
hours at Rehoboth and Swanzyh although they, bought their Lands fairly of 
‘ this Phi/ipj and his Father and Brother, yet bccaule of their vicinity, that 
‘ they might not trcfpafs upon the Indians^ did at their own coft fet up a vc- 
‘ ry ftibltantial fence quite crofs that great Neck between the Englilh and the 
‘ Indians, znd payed due damage if at any time any unruly horfe or other bcafls 
^ brake in and trefpajfed. And for divers years la'ft paltf that alloccalion of 
‘ offence inthatrefped might be prevented ) the Enghfh agreed with Philip 
‘ and his , for a certain fum yearly to maintain the (aid f ence, and fecure 
‘ themfeives. And if at any time they have brought complaints before r/r, they 
^ have hadjujiice impartial fpcedily, lo that have frequently 

‘ complained, that we erred on the other hand^ in (hewing them overmuch favour, 
‘ Much more 1 might mention, but I would not burden your patience, yet 
‘ we miilf own that God is jail and hath punilhed us far kfs than our iniqui- 
‘ ties have deferved i yea jult in uhug as a Rod, whofe enlightning and con- 
‘ verlion we have not endeavoured as wc iflight & fliould have done, but on 
‘ the contrary have taught them new lins that they knew not. The Lord 
‘ Humble us and Reform us, that he may alfo fave and deliver us, as in his own 
‘ time I truft he will. Sir, I have nothing of Intelligence worthy your 
‘ knowledge. The Colds are very general ainonglf us, and Tome very affli- 
‘dive. The Lord rebuke the mortal Dihemper that prevails fb much in 
*.your Town, and fandihe all his Vilitations to us. 

‘ Thus craving the benefit of your Prayers , in this day of Gods Viii-

A brief 
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A brief Narrative of, the beginning and progrefs of iheprtfent f roubles heivoem 
us and the Indians^ taking rife in the Colony of New Plymouth June 1(^75. 
Given by the Commifmers of that Colony^ for the fatisfa^ion of their Confe¬ 
derate Brethren^ and others, 

N Ot to look back further then the Troubles that were between the Co- 
‘ lony of Nerv Plymouth^ and Philip, Sachem of Mount-Hope, in the 
Year 1^71,. It may beremembred, that the fettleraent and ilTue of that' 
controverfie was obtained and made ( principally ) by the mediation and 
<• interpofed advice, atxi counfel ot the other two confederate Colonies,who 
t u^x)n a careful enquiry and fearch into the grounds of that trouble, found' 
that-tlie laid Sacbews Pretences ot wrongs and injuries from that Colony , 
t were groundlefs and falfe, and that he ( although hrft in Arms ) was the' 
6 peccant ode nding party, arrd that PI month had jull caufe to take up Arms, 
t againd him :,and it was then agreed that he (hould pay that Colony a cer- 
«rain iumme of Mony, in part of their damage and Charge by him occafi- 
toned, and he then not only renewed his ancient Covenant of Friendlhip 
t vvith them,but made himfelf and his Poeople ahfolute Subjeds to ourSove- 
t l aign Lord King Charles the H. and to that his Colony t>f;Yrrr-?//w,7//'/-/.', 
cknee which time we know not that theEnglifltof that:or any other of the 
c Colonies have been injurious tohiin or his, that might jultly provoke them 
I to takcup Arms againd us : Eut iometinie lad winter, the Governoiir of 
c Phmomh was informed, by a faithful Indian, that the.laid Philip 

c was undoubtedly endeavouring to raiie new troubles, and to engage all 
Sachems round about in War againd us. Some of the Englifh alfo 
I that lived near iliefaid Snehm, communicated their fears and jcahmiies 
tconcurrent with what the Indian had informed: About a week after folm 
^ Sanraman had given his Information, he was barbarouflylVIurdered by 
tfome Indians5 his faithfuliiefs ( as we have caufe to believe ) to the In- 
I 4 tered of God, and of the Englilh. Sometime after Saufamans death, 
j t having-heard thattheGovernourof P/zwowt/a had received fome inforrna- 
I t tion againd him, and purpofed to faid to him to appear at the next Court, 
j c that they might enquire into thofe Reports, came down of his own accord 
vaoPifmouth,z little before the Court, in the beginning of MWa lad, at 
i c which time the Council of that Colony, upon a large debate with him,had 
{ t great reafon to believethat the information againd himmight be in fufa- 
1 4 dance true : But not having proof thereof, and hoping that-very difeovery 
11 of it fb far would caufe him to dclid, they difmid him friendly, giving him 
I '.only to underlhnd,that if.they heard further concerning that matter, they 
I (.might fee realbn to demand his Arms to be delivered up for their fecurity, 
- ' - - ^^_< which. 
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which was accordingto former agreement between him and them ) and 
‘he engaged on their demand they (liould be furrendred to them or their 
‘order. At that Court we had many Indians in Examination concerning 
‘ the Murder of John Saufaman^ but had not thenteihmony in the cafe, but 
‘ not long after an Indian appearing to teftiHe,we apprehended three by him 
‘ charged, to be the Murderers, and fccured them, to a tryal at our next 
‘ Court holden in Jme^ at which time, and a little before the Court^Philip 
‘ began to keep his men in Arms about him, and to gather Strangers to him, 
‘and to march about in arms towards the upper end of the Neck in which 
‘ he lived i and near to the Englifti houfes, who began thereby to be Ibmc* 
‘ thing difquieted, but took as yet no further notice^, brr only to fet a Military 
Watch, in the next Towns of Stvanzy and Rehohoth. Some iiints we had 
* that Ijidianswere in arms, whilll our Court was litting, but we hoped it 
might arife from a guilty fear in Philip’, that we would fend for him, and 
‘ bring him to tryal with the other Murderers, and that if he faw the Court 
‘ broke up, and he not fent for, the cloud might blow over. And indeed our 
‘ Innocence made us very fecure, and conhdeiit it would not have broke into 
^ 2. War, But no fooncr was our Court difiblvcd, but we had intelligence 
‘ from Lieut. John Brown of Swanzy that Philip and his naen continued con- 
‘ llantly inarmsj many frrange Indians from Icveral places hocked into him, 

‘ that they fent away their Wives to Narraganfct, and were giving our Peo- 
‘ pie frequent Alarms by Drums, and Guns in the night, and had guarded 
‘ the paiTages towards Plimonth^ and that their young Indians were earneft 
^fbra War. On the feventh o‘i Jwie^ Mr. Bcf^amhtChui^chhQm^ on Rhode- 
‘ Illand, Weetamoe ( the Squaw Sachim of PwjjJcf ,) and fome of her chief 
‘ men told him> that Philip intended a War fpeedily with the Engjifhs fome^ 
‘of them-faying, that they would help him, and that he had already given 
‘ them leave to kill Engliih-mens Cattle, and rob their Houfes. Abkit the 
‘14. and 15th. of June Mr. James Brown went twice to Philip to perfwadc 
‘ him to be quiet, but at both times found his Men in arms, and Philip very 
‘high and not perfwadable to peace. On the 14th of our Council, 

‘ writ an amicable friendly Letter to him, (hewing our duHikeof his pracifi- 
‘ fes, and advifing him to dif’mifs his (frange Indians, and command his own. 
^en to fall quietly to their bufinefs, that our people might aUb be quiet, 
‘ and not to liiffer himfelf to be abufed by reports concerning us, who in-^ 
‘ tended no hurt towards him v but Mr Brown could not obtain an)' Ahfwet 
‘ from him. On the 17th of Jme^ Mr. Pain op Rehohoth^ and fcveral En- 
‘ glifli going unarmed to Mount •’Hope to feek their Horfes at Philips rcquelf, 

‘ the Iixlians came and prefented their Guns at them^ and carried it very in- 
‘ folcntly, though i)o way provoked by them. On the 18. or iprh of 
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' JohTVinJl(/a>*j Houfe was broke open at Svpanzy^dXi^. rifled by Philtpfwen;^ 
‘ Jme 20. being Sabbath day, the People oi Stt^anzy were Alarmed by the In- 
‘ diaiis, two of our Inhabitants turned out of their Houfes, and their Houfes 
‘ rifled, and the Indians were marching up ( as they judged ) to alTault the 
Town, and therefore intreated fpeedy help from us.. We thereupon, the 
^ 21* of June^ fend up. fome to relieve that Town, and difpatch more with 
^ fpeed. On wednefday 23. of Jam twelve more of their Houfes at 
‘ Srpanzy were rifled. On the 2 ^.th. Layton was flain at the Fa 4 River near 
‘ PocaJJtt. On the 2 5 th of June^ divers of our people at S-roanzy were flain, 
‘ and many Houfes burned: until which time, and for feveral dayes after, 
*■ though we had a contiderable force there, both of our own, and of the 
* MiJJ’idmJetf jf toour grief and fhame J they took no revenge on the Ene- 
‘ my. Thus flow were we and unwilling to engage our felves and Neigh- 
^ hours in a War, having many iiTTolcncieSjaimolf intolerable, from, them,at 
^ vvhofc haiids we had defexved better »

W E having received from the Commiilioners of Vlimuth^ a Narra*- 
‘ tive, {hewing the rife and feveral fteps of that Cobny, as to the 
^prefent War with the Indians, which had its beginning there, and its pro- 
‘ grefs into the Majfachufets^ by their infolencies, and outrages, Murthering- 
^ many perfons, and burning their Houfes infundry Plantations in both Co- 
* lonies. And having duely confidered the fame, do Declare, That the Paid- 
* War doth appear to be both juft and necefTary, and itsftrft rife only a 
*‘ TkfenfiveWar» And therefore we do agree and conclude,, that it ouabt 
Qow to be joyntly profecuted by all the United Colonies s and the cuaigcs 
*iheieofto be born and paid as is agreed in the. Articles of Confederation,.

lilhed, it would farther clear the julHcc of the War on our part i and the i 
more in that he doth dclire, that that Covenant might tcltihe againh him to ! 
the world, if ever he Ihould prove unfaitlrful therein. 1 fnall therefore here^^ 
fubjoyn what was by him together w’ith his Council, fubferibed (in the pre- 
fence of fundry appertaining to this Jurifdidfion) and doth hill remain with • 
their.Names let to it, in the publick Records of theColonies.. 

It is tliat which followeth,. 

Taunton^ Apr. 10. i6yi,. 

Hereas my Father, my Brother, and my felf havedbrmeily fttbmt-' 
mined our jelves and our People unto the Kings M.ijefiy of England, and 
to this Colony ofNerv Plymouth,by foleran Covenant under our Hand, but f 
having of late through my iniferetion, and the nautinefs of my heart, vio¬ 
lated and broken this myCovenant with my friends, by taking up Arms with 
evil intent againft them, and that groundlejly i I being now deeply fenlible. 
of my unfaithfulnefs and folly, do defire at this time folemnly to renew my 
Covenant with my ancient f’tiends,and my Fatirers friendsabove mentionedi 
and do delirc this may tefiiHe to the world againft me, if ever Ifhall again fail 
in my faitlifulnefs towards them (that I have norv and af all times fomd lb 
^nd to me), or any other of the Englijh Colonics, a«id as a real Pledge of my true 
intentions, for the future to he faithful and friendly, I do freely engage* 
to refign up unto the Government q{ New-Plymotith, all my Englilh Arms 
to be kept by them for their fecurity, fo long as they (hall fee reafbn. For 
true performance of the Premifes I have hereunto fet my hand together ^ 
with tire reft of my Council. '
